i that the inscription on the gold medal 
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of the Royal Geographical Society omit- 
ted any mention of the north pole and 
simply ran, ‘for arctic exploration,” 
indicated the existence of ulterior doubt 
on the part of the society. There is ab- 
solutely no basis for such a suggestion. 
As a scientific body the Royal Geo- 
graphical Society is not concerned with 
the actual quest of the pole, but only 
with arctic research and the scientific 
werk which has been done by the ex- 
plorers who have been dragged north- 
ward by the loadstone of the pole. 

On the authority of several officials 
of the society it may be added that 
there is not the flimsiest foundation 
for the reports circulated in America 
to the effect that Mrs. Scott, wife of 
Capt. Scott, who designed the medal, 
received instructions to alter the in- 
scription, which had at one time been 
drawn up with a reference to the north 
pole. 

As for the report that Queen Alex- 
andra’s belief or disbelief in Command- 
er Peary had any influence upon the 
society, it is too ridiculous to discuss 
seriously. That estimable royal lady 
when in Copenhagen believed in Dr. 
Cook. So did many others, but none 
of them, nor all of them, could ever 
influence the Royal Geographical So- 
ciety one iota. 

The enthusiasm which marked the Al- 
bert Hall meeting was of a whole- 
souled character calculated to make 
glad the heart of its object. Commander 
Peary, ordinarily so cool and composed, 
a man of steel and iron, was visibly 
moved. 

The Albert Hall, which seats 8,000 
persons, was not a quarter large enough 
to accommc.uate those who wished to 
be present. Thirty thousand applications 
for Seats had been received by the 
Royal Geographical Society direct, and 
every nook and corner was crowded. 
Persons were standing in the gang- 
ways, while there was a huge crowd 
outside. It is estimated that nearly 
10,000 persons managed to get into the 
hall. 

As early as 4 o'clock this afternoon 
a crowd began to assemble outside the 
doors. A large force of police was pres- 
ent to direct the traffic and keep things 
orderly. 
| Great Crowd Outside Hall. 


By the time the doors were opened 
the crowd had reached enormous pro- 
portions. Many who had not the faint- 
est chance of getting inside wished to 
see and cheer the man who had reached 
the north pole. They cheered lustily 
when he drove up to the hall, accompa- 
nied by Dr. Scott Keltie, the Secre- 
tary of the Royal Geographical So- 
ciety. 

Inside the hall a magnificent specta- 
cle presented itself. As Commander 
Peary came forward to his seat on the 

platform the audience rose en masse 
and cheered the explorer, shouting his 
name and waving hats and handker- 
ehiefs in the air. On the platform it- 
self were a hundred of Great Britain’s 
yiost distinguished men, many of whom 
wore orders and decorations, while the 
naval representatives, who were much 
in evidence, had in some cases rows 
of medals pinned across their breasts.

BURGLARS KILL WATCHDOG. 


Queenie Had Seized One a Few Nights 
Before—Shot in Master’s Yard. 


Queenie, a three-year-old brindle bull- 
dog belonging to Bert Weiss, a manu- 
facturer of barbers’ supplies, had bow 
legs and a face ugly enough to curdle 
milk, but she kept burglars away from 
the Weiss home at 258 East 122d Street, 
when they unwisely entered there about 
two weeks ago. When the family rushed 
upstairs from the supper table to where 
she sat growling on the fire escape by an 
open second-floor window a few minutes 
later, they found a nice large piece of 
coat between her teeth. 

Each night since then Queenie has 
made a complete round of all the rooms 
in the house from cellar to attic at hour- 
ly intervals, hunting for toothsome mor- 
sels of unbidden guests. In daytime she 
was kept safely tied in the kitchen with 
a leash. She was a great pet of the 
family, and Weiss says that $500 had been 
offered for her. The good people of the 
neighborhood did not esteem her quite s0 
highly and the bad ones didn’t esteem 
her at all, 

Last evening Miss Carrie Weiss, a sis- 
ter of Queenie’s master, took her into 
the rear yard. Suddenly, just as she was 
leading Queenie back to the kitchen, Miss 
Weiss heard two successive shots. <A 
moment later a bullet buried itself in 
the door a few inches from the dog. A 
second bullet sang past Miss Weiss, and 
Queenie leaped in the air with an angry 
yelp, then fell over, with blood flowing 
from her side. Despite hastily admin- 
istered restoratives the dog died in the 
girl’s lap a few minutes later. 

Neighbors, hearing the shots, crowded 
the winduws and fire escapes of the near- 
by houses, but neither they nor Miss 
Weiss caught a glimpse of the person who 
had fired. Both bullets came from a .82 
calibre rifle. Weiss reported the shoot- 
ing to the Fast 126th Street police and 
detectives were duly assigned to the case 
and discovered nothing. Both Weiss and 
the police believe the shooting was done 
by burglars, past or prospective, to whom 
Queenie was an eyesore.

Scarlet Fever Quarantine Keeps 
the Patient’s Family Out.

SOUTH ORANGE, N. J., May 4.—So 
rigid was the quarantine established at 
the home of Mrs. Elizabeth McDonough 
of Burnett Avenue, this township, where 
her daughter Marguerite lies critically ill 
with scarlet fever, that when members of 
her family and friends sought to bid her 
the last farewell yesterday afternoon they 
were forced to ascend a ladder on the 
outside of the house and wave good-bye 
through the window. Late to-day it was 
reported that the patient, for whom hope 
of recovery~had been given up, had a 
fighting chance. 

For two weeks the young woman, who 
recently left the South Orange High 
School, has been ill with the disease. Yes- 
terday the physician in charge said that 
her chances of living were so slim that 
those who wished to greet her once more 
in life had better seize the opportunity. 
The last rites of the Church were adimin- 
istered by the Rev. Thomas F. Monaghan, 
rector of St. Leo’s Church in Irvington. 

A ladder was raised to the window, and 
the first to ascend it was the mother of 
the stricken young woman. With diffi- 
culty she made her way to the top, and 
with tears streaming down her face 
waved kisses to her child. Bravely Miss 
McDonough waved back and smiled. Next 
came her brothers, Eugene, George, and 
William, in turn, and then her sistérs, 
May and Cecilia. Many friends of the 
girl in school, hearing of their play- 
mate’s critical condition, appeared and 
begged the privilege of saying good-bye. 


CENTRAL’S FIREMEN WIN. 


Railway Agrees to an Advance of 7 
Per Cent. in Wages. 


After a conference lasting for more than 
a week between the Grievance Committee 
of the New York Central firemen and As- 
sistant General Manager P. E. Crowley 
of the railroad, a settlement has been 
reached and an agreement signed by 
which the firemen, 3,000 in number, will 
receive an advance in wages averaging 7 
per cent. 

The conference never reached the stage 
where it was necessary to call in the serv- 
ices of a member of the Grand Lodge of 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen 
and Enginemen. 

The members of the committee left for 
their homes last night. They all said they 
were well satisfied with the terms of set- 
tlement. 

P. H. Morrissey of the Trainmen’s Arbi- 
tration Committee made the statement 
yesterday that the award in the case of 
the New York Central proper, including 
the Boston & Albany Branch, will be 
placed in the hands of Grand Masters Lee 
and Garretson of the trainmen and con- 
ductors, respectively, and of the officials 
of the New York Central to-day. He 
would not say what the award was, or if 
it was similar to the terms of the Balti- 
more & Ohio arbitration. This award 


also settles the case of the trainmen and 
conductors of the Delaware, Lackawanna 
& Western and the Delaware and Hudson, 
these companies agreeing to accept the 
New York Central award. 


DIVORCEE 1S CO-RESPONDENT. 


Former Mrs. Hammerstein Named by 
Wife of Opera House Official.

PHILADELPHIA, May 4.—Mrs. Gene- 
vieve Cheston Frowert, wife of Percival 
Kk. Frowert of this city, advertising man- 
ager for Hammerstein's Philadelphia op- 
era house, filed a cross suit to-day for 
limited divorce, naming the recently di- 
vorceed wife of Arthur Hammerstein, son 
of the inipresario, as co-regpondent. She 
demands the custody of their three chil- 
dren. Frowert instituted an action against 
his wife last Saturday on ground of cruel 
end barbarous treatment and desertion.

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TAFT SCORES CRITICS 
OF NEW JUSTICES 


Amid Cheers of St. Louisans for 
Hughes and -Lurton, Tells of 
Importance of Supreme Court. 








TALKS CONSERVATION ALSO 





Cleses Five-Day Tour of West with 
Several Speeches and Is Due Back 
in Washington on Friday. 





ST. QLOUIS, Mo., May 4.—President 
Taft’s five-day trip to the Middle West 
ended to-day, and he left to-night for 
Washington, where he is scheduled to ar- 
rive Friday morning. It remained for St. 
Louis to give Mr. Taft the heartiest 
demonstration of his present journey. The 


city was gayly decorated, and there were 


cheering throngs wherever the President 
went. Several times his automobile was 
stopped to receive bouquets of flowers. 
These Mr. Taft later sent to St. Luke's 
Hospital and the Home for Incurables. 

The apparent warmth of the reception 
seemed to affect the President, and when 
at the luncheon of the Business Men’s 
League later in the afternoon President 
Walker Hill praised him amid deafening 
applause for his appointments of Lurton 
and Hughes to the Supreme Court bench, 
Mr. Taft launched into a vigorous speech 
in which he paid his respects to William 
Jennings Bryan for his reported criticism 
of Gov. Hughes, and decried the “ cant of 
the demagogue”’ and the disposition of 
public journals to make unjust charges 
against men in public life. 

‘‘All I am appealing for is justice and 
‘* not 
especially for myself, for indeed I am in 
a position where I can get along better 
than some of the rest without it. I am 
appealing for justice in dealing with all 
classes.,’’ 

The President declared that he held 
the appointment of men to the Supreme 
Court bench to be the most sacred of his 
duties. Mr. Taft had intended to say 
only a word or two, but the cheers of 
his hearers seemed to inspire him to go 
on. 


Talks of Supreme Court. 


“The Constitution of the United 
States,’ said the President, ‘‘ was made 
by the people of the United States, and 
we have a popular and representative 
Government, but the people who framed 
the Constitution realized that in order 
to secure the best Government they must 
impose limitations upon themselves so 
that the result of the views of the ma- 
jority should be embodied in law and 
Nationa! policies through certain instru- 
mentalities that would oppose obsitruc- 
tions- to sudden emotional movements of 
the people that were not taken with the 
deliberation necessary to secure wisdom 
and that ought to be delayed and held 
up until they could pass under the ob- 
servation, not only of Philip drunk, but 
of Philip sober. 


“‘And so they constituted the Supreme 
Court, and the subordinate tribunals to 
be established by Congress, certain pow- 
ers which, interpreted by Marshall and 
those who followed him, make that court 
unique in the tribunals of the world. That 
court was constituted to preserve the 
rights of the people and the rights of mn- 
dividuals against the people themselves 
whenever in the heat of emotion or tem- 
porary aberration they enacted measures 
that deprived the individual of his just 
rights under the Constitution. 

“Hence it is that to me, a lawyer, the 
Supreme Court of the United States is 
the most sacred thing that we have in 
this Government, and the appointment of 
men to that bench is the highest and most 
sacred function that the Executive has 
to perform. I am not exalting the judl- 
ciliary above the legislative or the exee- 
utive branch, or saying that the judicial 
has any more power than the executive 
when the executive is within his functions, 


or when the legislative is within its func- 
tions, for the Supreme Court has laid 
down plainly the limitations. 


Criticism of Appointment. 


“Now I do not like to be invidious in 
my remarks, or to quote what may have 
been a misquotation, but I did hear or see 
a criticism of one appointment on the 
ground, as I understood it, that the ap- 
pointee was not an implacable foe of 
wealth and corporations. I think perhaps 


that criticism has been misunderstood 
and that the utterer of it did not intend 
to give it the meaning that, thus stated, 
it seems to have. I believe that all, Dem- 
ocrats and Republicans, Republicans and 
rasurgents, who are patriotic citizens, and 
we all are that, are in favor of having 
upon that bench men who are foes of 
nothing but what is wrong and are in 
favor of equal justice to every one, wheth- 
er that be an organization of men doing 
business under the law and using the 
instrumentality of a corporation to pro- 
mote the industries of the country, or be 
the humblest citizen struggling with his 
mene to earn u livelihood for his family. 

do not mean to say that men by 
thei habits of life may not acquire a 
bent or a prejudice in one direction or 
another, and that it is wise to select 
for the highest tribunal men who have 
such a bent and who have not in their 
make-up the danger of prejudice for une 
interest or against another. But I do 
mean to say that there is in the public 
journals, and in what I may call the cant 
of the demagogues, a disposition to charge 
that kind of a bent in favor of corporate 
wealth and corporate greed and corpo- 
rate monopoly when there is no justice 
for the charge at all. 

“This assumption of peculiar honesty 
manifested by class declaration and the 
stirring up of class spirit is something 
that ought to be deprecated in our Re- 
public, or else it will lead to great dan- 
ger. We ought to take up the discussion 
of public questions and discuss their ef- 
fect with judicial calmness and not have 
our minds diverted by charges of preju- 
dice and corrupt motives; I say charges 
utterly unsupported by evidence or calm 
consideration.”’ 


Square Deal.and Court Reform. 


The President here remarked that he 
had taken up more than his allotted two 
minutes, and amid cries of ‘‘ Go on,’ made 
his appeal for the ‘‘ square deal’’ and jus- 
tice in dealing with all classes. 

‘*T said all. classes,’’ he went on. ‘“ Of 
course, practically, it is pretty hard to 


give it. To ‘our Socialistic friends who 
are engaged in decrying our present insti- 
tutions, I could furnish a rood deal bet- 
ter ground for their complaints than they 
give themselves. I have talked abaut 
this before, and it is not a new theme 
with me. I think if they were to object 
to our administration of justice and the 
delays in it, arising from the traditional

ABLAZE ON STAGE 
DANCER STOPS PANIC 


Nina Payne Sets Fire to Her 
Gown in Play at the Ameri- 
can Theatre. 























CANDLE FIRST IGNITED HAIR 





She Quickly Extinguished Flames and 
Calimed the People, Who Were 
Screaming in Terror. 





Nina Payne, who gives a performance 
called *‘La Danse de la Robe de Nuit ”’ 
at the American Theatre, in Forty-second 
Street, sent a thrill through the audience 
which wasn’t on the programme last 
night, and demonstrated that she is quick- 
witted and cool-headed. 

While carrying a lighted candle in the 
middle cf the dance she set fire to her 
hair, and the flame quickly communicated 
to a thin silken robe she wore. Only 
prompt action by herself and her mother, 
who was standing in the wings, prevented 
both a fire and a panic. 

The production, termec a “ pantomimic 
comedy drama,” is under the management 
of G. Molasso. It is called ‘‘La Sonam- 
bule,”’ and calls for a cast of seven char- 
acters. Miss Payne, who takes the part of 
Mme. Martel, a somnambulist, dances in 
a single garment, a silken night robe. 

The audience saw the accident first and 
several women screamed. The cry went 
through the house and a panic was immi- 
nent. Quickly realizing what had hap- 
pened, Miss Payne smothered the blaze in 
her hair, but the flame had caught her 
flimsy robe and was spreading rapidly. 
Falling to the floor she rolled upon the 
blaze, 

Her mother ran to her daughter’s’ as- 
sistance, and the two quickly put out the 
fire. Mr. Molasso and a fireman, who 
were close by and had seen the whole 
affair. also rushed on the stage. 

Half of the audience by this time was 
standing up. Women were screaming 
while men were shouting to keep still. 
It was all over in a moment, and when 
Miss Payne arose and announced that the 
danger was over and that she was not 
injured, she was greeted with loud cheers 
and applause. Then she resumed her 
dance, and after another ovation she said; 

‘‘I am sorry I frightened you and here- 
after Tam not going to take any chances. 
I’ll use an electric candle.’’ 

Miss Payne’s left arm was blistered 
from the shoulder to the elbow. Dr. Her- 
man Reese of the Hotel Cadillac was 
called and dressed the wound. Manager 
Molasso said he did not. think the acci- 
dent would interfere with the perform- 
ance to-day.

FARMER AS cLABOR’S ALLY. 


Farmers’ Union in St. Louis Likely to 
Indorse Gompers’s Plan.

It was announced to-night that Mr. 
Gompers’s plan probably would be in- 
dorsed. Gompers has denied any intention 


of forming a new political party through 
an amalgamation of the Farmers’ Union 
with the American Federation of Labor. 
His plan, he says, is to induce the farmer 
to be partisan in principle and not in 
party. He hoped, he said, to induce the 
agriculturists of the county to nomi- 
nate and elect men favorable to the bet- 
terment of labor conditions, regardless of 
political affiliation.

Developments came fast yesterday {m 
the controversy betweén Mayor Gaynor 
and William R. Hearst over the payment 
of $48,000 by the city to Daniel F. Co- 
halan, Grand Sachem of Tammany Hall. 

Papers were served on the Mayor, City 
Chamberlain Hyde, and Mr. Cohalan yes- 
terday in @ taxpayer’s suit brought by 
Julia Smith, supposedly in the Hearst in- 
terests, to compel the restitution of the 
greater part of the money on the ground 
that the claim was excessive and exorbi- 


i tant, and that its payment was illegal. 


Last night Clarence J. Shearn, attorney 
for Mr. Hearst, announced also that he 
would apply to Justice Whitney in the 
Superme Court to-day fcr an order di- 
recting Mr. Hyde to produce for inspee- 
tion ail the records of his office connected 
With the Cohalan warrant. The applica- 


'tion is made on affidavits from American 


reperters, who swear that Deputy Cham- 
berlain Walsh told them on April 20 that 
he signed the warrant for the payment 
or the money to Cohaian. on Jan. 4, the 
day the $48,000 was coilected by Mr. 
Cohalan. 

Controller Prendergast issued a new 
Statement, in which he further placed 
himscif in opposition to the Mayor, de- 
claring that the warrant was not com- 
plete until it was signed in the Chamber- 
lain’s Office on Jan. 4, although it had 
been signed by the representative of the 
Controller and the Mayor’s bond and 
warrant clerk before the new administra- 
tion came in.

Prendergast Helps Hearst. 


Controller Prendergast’s statement read 
as follows: 


I have just read copies of letters that have 
this morning oetween his Honor, the 
yor, and Mr. Chamberlain Hyde in ref- 
erence to the so-called Cohalan matter. It 
would appear from the Chamberlain’s letter 
that after five or six days of tortuous at- 
tempts to define the rea] responsibility in 
this matter, they are gradually moving over 
toward the present Controller’s office. They 
are very welcome here. The Controller has 
nothing to conceal and his memory is not 
defective. 

Every one who has the slightest familiar- 
ity with city business knows this: All 
claims for payments to be made must first 
be filed in the Controller’s office; they then 
go through the processes of examination and 
audit; if they are approved by an auditor 
the warrant is then drawn; this warrant 
must then be signed by the Controller, or 
his duly authorized deputy. The warrant, 
with the accompanying papers, showing the 
origin and character of the claim, with its 
complete history, is then sent to the office 
of the Mayor, for the signature of e 
Mayor or his chief clerk, if he decides to 
authorize the chief clerk to eign; from the 
Mayors office the warrant, with all the 
other papers before referred to, is sent to 
the Chamberlain's office, so that he or his 
deputy may sign the cneck, 

But it is idle to attempt to differentiate 
the check from the warrant. It is never de- 
tached and every one knows that the check 
and warrant constitute practically one in- 
strument. After the Chamberiain or his 
deputy has signed the check the warrant 
and check, with the accompanying papers, 
are transmitted to the Disbursement Clerk 
of the Controller’s office for delivery to 
the 6, and no consideration of the mer- 
its of the claim is given in the Finance 
Department on the return of the warrant, 
as it passes through the hands of no em- 
ployes except the Disbursement Clerk and 
the clerk who ascertains if any liens have 
been filed against it. 

The warrant and check would be useless 





to any payee uniess the check bore the sig- 
mature of the Chamberlain or his deputy, 
and in order to make a payment complete 
and final one of these signatures is abso- 
lutely essential. In fact, the warrants 
read inthis way. The warrant is to be paid 
only by check on the City Treasury, signed 
by the Chamberlain to the order of the 
payee above named. 


Asks Who Notified Cohalan. 


The question is a simple one. When was the 
Céhalan warrant made effective for pay- 
ment by the Chamberlain? It was made ef- 
fective on Jan. 4, 1910, during the admin- 
istration of the present Mayor, through 
ne official act of his appointee, Mr. Hyde. 
If it were a part of the business admin- 


Tstration of the Finance Department that 
warrants should be subject to review after 
they have been received from the Chamber- 
lain in form to be paid, the implication 
in Mr. Hyde’s communication to the Mayor 
might be justified, but he and every one 
else knows that this is not the practice 
nor the policy, and never has been. 

In my statement given to the papers last 
Friday I said distinctly that I did not 
consider myself called upon to take steps 
to interfere with the payment of the Co- 
halan claim, unless facts should be given 
me which*fould justify such a course, as 
my predecessor had passed upon the claira 
and audited it, and had personally approvert 
its payment. On the other hand, the ques- 
tion was as yet an open one before thr 
Mayor, the check with all the accompany- 
ing pers upon which the ciaim had been 
audited being before him for official action, 
and in any event iv could not have been 
made complete if it has not’ been for the 
official action ’of his own appointec, Mr. 
Hyde. 

There is no attempt to dispute anywhere 
@s to when the check was signed in the 
Chamberlain’s office, namely, Jan. -4, 1910. 
Further, it is oniy to-day that I learned 
that Mr. Cohzlan presented himself at the 
office of the Disbursement Clerk in the 
Controller’s office, Mr. Birmingham, within 
an hour after the check was received’ from 
the Chamberlain and personally received it. 
He did not cal] upon me. Who notified him 
that the warrant was ready? 


The Controller’s question was repeated 
by reporters to Mr. Cohalan. He declined 
to say a word about the controversy over 
the warrant, even to the extent of re- 
plying to Mr. Prendergast’s query. 


Mayor Calls for the Record. 


The correspondence between the Mayor 


and Mr. Hyde began with this letter from 
the Mayor to the Chamberiain: 

Office of the Mayor, May 4, 1910. 
Sir: The records of the office of the Chief 
Clerk here, whose duty it is to receive and 
sign ail warrants on the Chamberlain for 
the payment of claims adjusted and audited 
as legal liabilities against the city, show 
that on Dec. 31 last a warrant was received 
by the said clerk from the Controller 
payable to the order of D. F. Cohalan, said 
warrant being dated Dec. 31, 1909, and 
signed by the Controller, and that on the 
game day it was signed by the said clerk 
and delivered by him to the Chamberlain, 
who gave a receipt therefor in the usual 
course, dated Dec. 31, 1909, which receipt 
is on file in the said clerk’s office. Will 
you please give me the record and full his- 
tory of the said warrant so far as it ap-

Rierdon Declines to Answer. 


Chief Clerk Rierdon of the Mayor's of- 
fice, who held the same place under the 


last administration and is the man whom 
Mayor McClellan has been quoted in the 
dispatches printed in The American as 
having been told to call the warrant to 
Mayor Gaynor’s attention, refused yester- 
day to discuss the matter in any way.

AUTOS HIT THREE CHILDREN. 


One Chauffeur Runs Away, but Others 
Stay to Help Their Victims. 


Three small children in different parts 
of the city were struck down and run 
over by automobiles last night. In two 
cases the chauffeurs were _ arrested, 
charged with reckless driving. In the 
third case, after knocking down a six- 
year-old girl, the unidentified chauffeur 


put on speed and escaped. 

Eight-year-old Helen Otte was knocked 
down at Broadway and Sixty-sixth Stroet. 
Helen is the daughter of a delicatessen 
dealer at 32 Columbus Avenue. She nad 
just taken her first lesson in the Indus- 
trial Training School near by. Laughing 
and chattering about her new experience, 
she started homeward with her thirteen- 
year-old sister, Ida. She started acrvuss 
Sixty-sixth Street a little in front of her 
sister when a touring car came along. 

Confused and terror-stricken, not know- 
ing oe which way to run, the 
little girl hesitated a moment and then 
unexpectedly darted forward. Then she 
swung around and started to run back 
again. The man who was operating the 
car, Fred Klein, of 157 West Fifty-sixth 
Street, seems also to have become con- 
fused because of the child’s various 
changes of direction. Just as he swung 
the machine sharply toward the sidewalk 
little Helen doubled back and ran right 
in front of the rushing machine. At the 
same moment that the car struck the 
girl the steering gear broke. 

Ignoring this, Klien leaped to the street, 
picked up the unconscious girl, and car- 
ried her into a corner saloon. Even be- 
fore Bicycle Policeman Donnelly, who 
had seen the accident, could reach the 
café, Klein from the saloon door had 
called a taxicab and was about to place 
the girl in it and take her to Roosevelt 
Hospital. The chauffeur, the injured 
girl and her sister, with the policeman 
escorting them on his bicycle, then went 
to the hospital in the taxicab. 

At the hospital Dr. Rainsford said that 
the girl’s right thigh was broken, and 
that her condition was serious. The girl's 
father hastened to the hospital as soon 
as he heard of the accident. He refused 
to make a complaint against Klein, who 
was, however, taken to the West Sixty- 
eighth Street Station charged with recke 
fess driving. 

At almost the same time that the Otte 
child was run over at West Sixty-sixth 
Street eight-year-old William Henry of 
117 Perry Street was run over at Green- 
wich and West Eleventh Street. He was 
playing in the street when he was knocked 
down by an auto truck owned by the 
American Express Company. The wheels 
passed over both his ankles, fracturing 
— and also breaking several of his 
ribs. 

Harry Brunner, the _ truck’s_ driver, 
sprang down from the box and helped a 
policeman carry the boy to the sidewalk. 
Dr. Higgins took the boy in an ambu- 
lance to St. Vincent’s Hospital, where 
his condition was said later to be critical. 
Brunner was arrested and locked up at 
the Charles Street Station. 

Six-year-old Dorothy Eggerking was 
playing in the street immediately in front 
of her home, 139 West Bighty-ninth 
Street, after dinner, when she was 
knocked down. The chauffeur escaped. 
She was carried into her home uncon- 
scious, and bleeding from a cut on her 
forehead. She was treated at her home 
by Dr. Weill of the J. Hood Wright Hos- 
pital. 

A passer has given the police the num- 
ber and description of the automobile, and 
the Central Office Detective Bureau sent 
out detectives to trace the chauffeur. The 
automobile is said to have been a black 
touring car with yellow wheels. 


KILLED IN AUTO ACCIDENT. 


Joseph A. O’Brien Thrown Out by 
Collision with a Telegraph Pole. 


MILFORD, Conn., May 4.—Joseph A. 
O’Brien, an architect of Bridgeport, was 
killed and Henry E. Reilly, manager of 
the Stratford Inn, was badly hurt this 
morning when an automobile in which 
they were riding crashed into a telegraph 


pole with terrific force, skidded about, and 
hurled tie occupants out. 

O’Brien’s skull was crushed, and he 
died in a few moments. He was the 
owner and driver of the car. The machine 
was completely wrecked. A third occu- 
pant of the car was a colored man, whose 
name is believed to be Walter Jones. 

The car was running at high speed along 
New Haven Avenue toward New Haven 
at the time and had apparently turned 
to one side at a narrow point in the road 
to allow another machine, which was rac- 
ing along behind it, to pass. The second 
car had two occupants, and after the 
accident its driver was placed under ar- 
rest by order of Coroner Mix. 

The second car, according to the State 
automobile register, is owned by Isadore 
Freedman of New Haven. Mr. Freedman 
said this morning that he knew nothing 
vf the accident He addéd that his car 
had been sent to Bridgeport last night 
for repairs.

ALDRICH RALLIES — 
SENATE REGULARS. 


Pian Formed to Whip Repub- 
licans 





into Line and Force 
Taft Programme Through. 





TAFT APPROVES, IT IS SAID 





Insurgents Also Hold Conference and 
Arrange to Have Their Own Way 
with the Railway Bill. 





WASHINGTON, May 4.—Through the 
formation to-day of an organization 
which its leaders say, represents a clear 
majority of the entire Senate and is to ke 
made up wholly of Republicans of the 
regular wing, a movement was started 
to settle the question whether the Senate 
shall remain conservative, become radical, 
er be thrown into poiitical chaos so far 
as concerns any coherent policy in regard 
to the Administration's legislative pro- 
gramme. 

Senator Aldrich called the regular Re- 
publican Senators together and confront- 
ed them with a grim description of the 
possible political effect of their defeat 
at the hands of the insurgent Republi- 
cans and Democrats in the fight over 
the traffic-agreement section of the Ad- 
ministration Railroad bill. He asked his 
associates whether they were ready to 
Submit to domination by such a com- 
bination. Any such surrender, he warned 
them, meant the failure of the Taft poli- 
cies and the downfall of conservative 
control, not only in Congress, but in the 
Republican Party generally. 

Some one reminded Senator Aldrich that 
Senators then and there gathered together 
were not in agreement on all points. 
Whereupon he replied that they must 
get together and agree to stand together 
and let the details be secondary. Otner- 
wise, he said, Congress could adjourn 
without a singie item of the Taft pro- 
gramme accomplished. 

The entire tone of this conference was 
belligerent toward the insurgents. This 
was the dominant note: ‘‘ Let us get to- 
gether and stand as a unit against every 
insurgent proposition. If the insurgents 
propose anything good we'll take it over 
bodily and put it through as eur own; if 
ge P. - saeanaae anything bad we'll stainp 

out.’’ 

It was stated without reservation that 
President Taft had been kept fully ad- 
vised of the situation, and was entirely 
in sympathy with the plan and virtually 
picdgea to it. It was said in behalf of 
the conferrees that while the measures 
which would be resorted to were heroic 
they were necessary in defense of the Ad- 
ministration and the integrity of the Re- 
publican Party, and as a means to any 
effeclive legislation whatever. 

Senator Aldrich received the leadership 
of the new movement. He left late to- 
day for Rhode Island, and will not return 
yYefore Tuesday. The pian is meanwhile 
to ‘‘ mark time,”’ and endeavor to “ hold 
the fort,’’ while there will be many con- 
ferences at the White House and else- 
where, and the details of the militant plan 
will be perfected. The intention is to 
avoid test votes on any subject of im- 
portance until next week. 

Meantime the insurgents, whose victories 
in the Senate and House yesterday in 
amending the Administration's Railroad 
bill resulted in a complete legislative 
standstill to-day, and the present heroic 
plans of the regulars, were busy on their 
side. Together with such of the regulars 
from the Middle West as favor the long 
and short haul clause they were in con- 
ference for many hours to-day trying to 
arrange a modification of the Dixon 
amendment on this point. No definite de- 
cision was reached, but it seems likely 
now that the final draft of the amend- 
ment will allow the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission. on petition of the railroads 
to make certain exceptions to the general 
rule that a shorter distance included in a 
longer shall not pay the higher rate. Thus 
modified the insurgents are hopeful of 
passing the amendment. 

At the insurgent conference a careful 
poll of their strength was made with 
the result that they are counting on from 
eighteen to twenty-three Republican 
votes. Of the Democrats they say they 
will only lose four votes, which means 
the probable passage of the amendment 
by a narrow margin. The insurgents 
count as their Republican strength first 
all those who voted last Friday for the 
Cummins amendment—Borah, Bristow, 
Beveridge, Cummlis, Clapp, Dolliver, Dix- 
on, Nelson, Gamble, Burkett, and La Fol- 
lette—eleven votes. To these, on informa- 
tion received from Mr. Smoot, they hope 
to add Smoot of Utah, Sutherland of 
Utah, Brown of Nebraska, Crawford of 
South Dakota, Heyburn of Idaho, and 
with less certainty, Carter of Montana 
and Jones of Wasnington. 

Mr. Jones in some quarters is consid- 
ered pledged to the other side, however, 
while Mr. Piles of Washington is ssid to 
have announced his intention to vote 
against the clause on account of Seattle's 
interest in retaining the present favor- 
able water rates. 

Mr. Nelson is counted on by the in- 
surgents, and the regulars also claim 
him. It is pointed out that delegations 
from. Minneapolis, St. Paul. and Duluth 
are on their way to Washington protest- 
ing against the long and short haul 
clause, and Mr. Nelson is said to have 
acquiesced in their demands. Pressure of 
the same sort is being put on Mr. Clapp, 
but he is not expected to vield. 

Opinions as to the Democratic attitude 
differ widely. The insurgents feel that 
they may lose the vote of Mr. Paynter of 
Kentucky and Mr. Fletcher of Florida 
and Mr. Foster and Mr. McEnery of 
Louisiana. The regulars sav that the 
Democrats are badly split, and that they 
ean count on a heavy vote against the 
amendment. The Democrats themselves 
speak hopefully of presenting a _ solid 
front for the Dixcn amendment, but not 
until the final draft of the amendment 
is agreed to can any safe prediction be 
made on that score. 

The state of mind of many is, per- 
haps, not badly reflected in the re- 
mark of one undouptedly regular Senator 
from New England, who said to-day flatly 
that he thought the sooner Congress ad- 
journed the better it would be, as the 
longer it remained in session the more 
damage the insurgents will do to the 
whole Taft programme. 

In the midst of ati one thing is.ciear. 
Every hour brings additional evidence of 
the widening breach between the regulars 
and the insurgents in both houses. Con- 
servative Republican leaders with hardly 
an exception confess that in neither is 
there at present a coherent majority. Even 
those unfamiliar as yet with the plans of 
the new Senate organization seem to be 
awaiting the return of President Taft 
to Washington to see what, if anything, 
he can and will do to induce or to compel 
action sufficiently harmonious to get at 
least some remnants of his programme 
through Congress. As matters stand to- 
night the prospect, from the Republican 
point of view, is anything but alluring. 

The striking thtng about the whole sit- 
uation, to the impartial observer, is the 
evidently sincere conviction on the part of 
each side that it is itself loval to Repub- 
licanism and wholly in the right, and that 
the other, either wilfully recreant or fa- 
natically self-deceived, is more or less 
consciously a band of public enemies. 
Whichever side is right, the battle has 
assumed deadly and certainly historic pro- 
apt A good many politicians, look- 
ng beyond the moment and the concrete 
——_ of discord right at hand, are 
asking what angle the struggle will take 
7 the next Republican National conven- 

on. 

Meanwhile the Democrats in both houses 
are looking on with a ‘go it, husband; 
go it. bear,’’ expression. They say that 
‘* Whichever loses, we win.’’ Or, as Sen- 
aed Bailey put it the other day on the 

oor: 

‘“The only policy we have in this affair 
is to keep both of vou feilows irritated.” 

Members of the Senate, especially the 
‘‘regulars,” are reticent on the whole 
subject, so far as talking for publication 
is concerned. Members of the House are 
less close-mouthed. The testimony in both 
is the same. 

Majority Leader Sereno E. Payne of 
New York sounded the only optimistic 
note that could be heard in a canvass of 
the House. 

‘‘T haven’t seen or heard anything on 
the House side which indicates a great 
split in the party,’’ said Mr. Payne. 


TAFT TALKS ON RAILWAY BILL. 


Says He Does Not Know Exactly 
What Congress Has Made of. It. 


ST. LOUIS, May 4.—President Taft to- 
night as the guest of the Traffic Club re- 
ferred in a general way to the railroad 
legislation pending at Washington, but 
said he was not sufficiently informed of 








; the situation to discuss it in detail. Mr. 





Taft said that while he was a Federal 
Judge of the Sixth Circuit, from i893 to 
1900, it fell to his lot to appoint receivers 
for nearly all of the railroads in the 
circuit. He found at that time that it 
took a ‘‘ whole lot of money to run a 
railroad.’’ 

“ But I understand all the-railroads are 
on a good basis now,’’ said the President, 
“and I hope they will continue so. Rail- 


roads are much like other business in that, 
if the receipts do not come up to ex- 
penditures, the red balance grows larger 
and larger until there is nothing before 
you but a receivership. I sincerely trust 
we shall never experience again with re- 
spect to railroads and other business what 
we had to go through from 1893 to 1900. 

‘“*In those days the railroads were not 
run entirely according to law, and a 
Judge had difficulty even in keeping his 
receivers out of rebates. But railroads 
and shippers can now look each other in 
the face with the knowledge that they 
are not engaged in a violation of the law. 

‘The problem, gentlemen, of fixing rail- 
road ratcs is a most difficult one, and the 
man who says he knows how to do it is 
the only one in the community that thinks 
so. 

“There igs now pending at Washington 
an Inter-State Commerce bill. I cannot 
comment on it because of conditions which 
I do not know. But I do know tiat as 
ihe bill was presented to Congress it was 
drawn with the idea of conforming to the 
proinises of the Republican platform and 
bringing the railroads more under the con- 
trol of the Inter-State Commerce Commis- 





sion on the one hand, and to give the 
railroads a little more freedom of action 
under the supervision of the Inter-State 
Commerce Commission on the other. 
‘There has been introduced in the 
House a modification of the long and 
short haul clause. Just what it is, I do 
not know. Some people, however, seem to 
be in favor of a mileage basis for freight 
rates. I would view the adoption of such 
a principle with a great deal of anxiety.

POLICEMAN HELD FOR KILLING 


Charge of Manslaughter Against Fer- 
ris, Who Shot Bicycle Thief. 


Policeman Robert Ferris of the Gates 
Avenue Station, Brooklyn, who shot Mor- 
ris Brownfield, a bicycle thief, in a crowed 
street on Tuesday, was the object of much 
criticism yesterday. It was said that 
three of the four shots he fired at Brown- 
field came near hitting others. Brown- 
field died in St. John’s Hospital shortly 
after midnight yesterday. The fourth 
shot struck him in the back at the base 


of the spine, piercing his right kidney and 
intestines. 


Ferris was placed under arrest at the 
Gates Avenue Station after Brownfield 


died, charged with homicide. When he 
was arraigned before Magistrate Harris 
in the Gates Avenue Court later in the 
day he was nervous and did not seem to 
understand the proceedings. He waived 
examination on the homicide charge and 
was promptly held without bail for the 
Grand Jury. Realizing his mistake, he 
wanted to reconsider his plea. The Magis- 
trate got in touch with District Attorney 
Clarke and it was decided that the charge 
of homicide be changed to one of man- 
slaughter, as Mr. Clarke believed that the 
facts did not warrant the more serious 
charge. Ferris then pleaded not guilty 
to the charge of manslaughter and was 
released on $3,000 bail for examination 
on May 10. 

Ferris is 25 years old and lives at 78 
Woodbine Street with his mother. He has 
been four years on the police force. Dur- 
ing that time his record had been good 
and he is said to be well liked by his su- 
periors. He showed some anxiety in court 
when he was informed that his act was 
being denounced. 

Several complaints had been received by 
the police recently that bicycles were 
stolen in the Bedford section of Brooklyn. 

Policeman Ferris and Detective Gleason 
had been detailed by Capt. Harrington of 
the Gates Avenue Police Station to the 
neighborhood of Nostrand Avenue and 
Macon Street, where the bicycle thief 
was operating. A decoy bicycle was 
placed at the curb and the officers waited 
near by in a bootblack shop for develop- 
ments. 

Brownfield was one of three men who 
appeared after the detectives had been 
on the watch two hours. His companions 
started a fake fight to draw the atten- 
tion of the crowd. Brownfield then 
leisurely got on the bicycle and started to 
ride off with it. Gleason immediately 
rushed out of the store where he was 
waiting and yelled to Brownfield to stop. 
Brownfield did not pay any attention to 
the command. Ferris then fired four 
shots at him, the last of which took ef- 
fect. Ferris said he meant to hit the 
fugitive in the leg.

State’s Attorney Shuts the Gate 
on Some Having Visions of 
an Immunity Bath.

Personal Friend Tells of Conversation 
—Several Other Legislators Tes- 
tify Before the Grand Jury.”

CHICAGO, May 4.—Barriers of reticence 
were broken down to-day in the Special 
Grand Jury investigation of legislative 
corruption, growing out of State Repre- 
sentative Charles A. White’s confession 
that he received $1,000 for voting for Will- 
Jam Lorimer for United States Senator. 
Some corrobarative testimony was heard 
by the inquisitors, and other appeals to 
be heard became so pressing that finally 
State’s Attoney Wayman swung the legal 
gates shut against some who may have 
had visions of an ‘‘ immunity bath.” 

When the Grand Jury resumed work 
after a day’s rest, White was called on 
for the completion of his story. Three 
other members of the general Assembly 
were heard, and two other witnesses also, 
during the day. The inquiry was only 
well under way when adjournment was 
taken until to-morrow. 

Rumored confessions of down State 
legislators who are yet to testify; dec- 
larations by other lawmakers that they 
had been ‘tempted but had not fallen ’”’: 
confirmation of the details of White’s 
allegations, especially by Sidney Yar- 
brough, the hitherto unidentified friend 
frequently mentioned by White as his 
companion and adviser—all these things 
helped to spread consternation among in- 
volved politicians and assisted the anxiety 
of certain lawmakers to testify before it 
became too late. 

An attaché of the State’s Attorney’s of- 
fice said to-night: 

‘“‘“Mr. Wayman-has started a State-wide 
search for witnesses who can tell of 
crooked happenings at Springfield. The 
probe is not confined to White’s charges 
alons, but to any irregularities in connec- 
tion with any legislation which ‘was 
pushed through the State Assembly. 

“Even happenings outsideof the State 
may be brought into the inquiry if their 
development will enable us to get a 
clew to a general conspiracy or to other 
transactions which did occur in ITlinois.” 

The witnesses heard by the Grand Jury 
to-day were: 

State Representative Charles A. White. 

Sidney Yarbrough, White's intimate 
friend. 

State Representative Henry A. Shephard 
of Jerseyville, Democrat, who voted for 
Lorimer; mentioned by White as in the 
St. Louis “ jackpot”’ party. 

State Representative George W. English 
of Vienna, who refused to vote for Lori- 
mer, and who on the floor of the House 
denounced his election. 

Senator Albert E. Isley of Newton, Dem- 
ocrat, who refused to vote for Lorimer.

TRIUMPH FOR PEARY 
AT LONDON LECTURE 


Continued from Page 1. 








Major Darwin, while next to him: sat 
the famous old arctic explorer, Vice Ad- 
miral Sir George Nares. On the imme- 
diate left of Major Darwin was Capt. 
Bartlett, who seemed much confused by 
repeated generous references of Com- 
mander Peary to his share in the expe- 
dition. Next to Capt. Bartlett were Ad- 
miral Sir Lewis Beaumont, Capt. Scott, 
(who starts for the antarctic next 
month,) and Dr. Scott Keltie. ° 

The only thing wanting to make the 
gathering complete in all respects was 
the presence of King Edward. Dr. Kel- 
tie explained to THE NW YORK TIMES 
correspondent earlier in the day that 
his Majesty, when invited early in Feb- 
ruary, replied most cordially, saying he 
would do his utmost to attend in order 
to honor Commander Peary, but at the 
last mement he found himself utterly 
unable to do so. 

Had the King been present he would 
have occupied a seat in the middle of 
the front row in the auditorium, which 
in his absence was placed at the dis- 
posal of Ambassador Reid, whe had as 
his immediate neighbors Mrs. Peary, 
her daughter, and her little son, Robert, 
junior, who wore a white sailor suit and 
was the only juvenile in the hall. Other 
American officials present included 
Commander Simpson, the Naval. At- 
taché, and William Phillips, the Secre- 
tary of the Embassy. 

Major Darwin lost no time fn intro- 
ducing the guest of the evening, mak- 
ing it plain from the outset that the 
Royal Geographical Society welcomed 
Commander Peary not merely as a re- 
nowned arctic explorer, but as the 
indisputable discoverer of the north 
pole. 

This caused an outburst of cheering 
which was only surpassed when Com- 
mander Peary rose to begin his ad- 
dress. By repute, Royal Geographical 
Society audiences are somewhat re- 
served in showing appreciation, but this 
reputation for once failed to be justi- 
fied. The enthusiasm was tremendous, 
and Commander Peary- showed plain 
signs of emotion as the vast gathering 
would not desist in their welcome. At 
length, seeing his distress, the audience 
subsided. 








Fears had been expressed that the' 
explorer’s voice would not carry 


Though patently nervous, his first few 
words seemed rich after the somewhat 
weak voice of Major Darwin. In a mo- 
ment there was silence, and for the rest 
of the hour and a half during which he 
was speaking it was broken only by 
the frequent hearty applause which 
punctuated his address. 

The lecture held the audience en- 
tranced, but, unfortunately, something 
went wrong with the lantern, with the 
result that many of the photographic 
plates were cracked in view of the audi- 
ence, completely spoiling them for fut- 
ure use. The reason was that the heat 
from the lantern was too great. 

During the lecture Capt. Scott listened 
most intently as Commander Peary gave 
him the benefit of his experience which, 
Capt. Scott later admitted would be 
very useful to him in connection with 
his antarctic expedition. Capt. Scott 
will preside at Commander Peary’s 
public lecture to-morrow night. 

Cheer after cheer resounded as Com- 
mander Peary showed a view of the 
American flag flying in the snow at the 
pole. In concluding the explorer paid 
an eloquent tribute to Ross Marvin, 
who lost his life. He resumed his seat 
after wishing Capt. Scott every luck 
in his effort to get to the south pole. 

Sir George Nares proposed and Sir 
Lewis Beaumont seconded a vote of 
thanks to Commander Peary, which 
was supported by Capt. Scott, after 
which Major Darwin presented to the 
explorer the special gold medal. 

In replying, Commander Peary, en- 
deavoring to show the medal to the 
audience, dropped it from the case to 
the platform, causing great laughter. 
He picked it up imperturbably. He 
thanked the society for the magnificent 
trophy, which, he said, was the cap, 
the climax, the finish, to 400 years’ his- 
tory, adding: 

‘*In the person of Capt. Bartlett your 
flag stands next the north pole; in the 
person of Capt. Scott, God willing, it 
shall stand at the south pole. Honors 
are equal. We are of one blood. Thank 
you.”’ 

Another outburst of cheering fol- 
lowed, as Commander Peary finally sat 
down. 

The only other business was the pre- 
sentation of a silver replica of the 
medal to Capt. Bartlett, who got every 
bit as big a reception as his chief. 

“‘ Fellow-Britons,” said Capt. Bartlett, 
“what is the cause of Great Britain’s 
success in Africa and India? It is be- 
cause we have got leaders like Roberts 
and Kitchener. What is the cause of 
America’s success at the north pole? It 
is because it has got leaders like

There were several points in Major 
Darwin’s introductory speech which 
were of high importance as clearly de- 
fining the attitude taken toward Com: 
mander Peary’s feat by the premier 
geographical society of the world. 
Among them was his explanation re- 
garding the methods by which a travel- 
er can ascertain that he has actually 
reached a pole. 

“In the first place,’’ said Major Dar. 
win, “‘as regards astronomical obser- 
vations at a pole of the earth, an ob- 
server has only to deal with the deter- 
mination of latitude, which is a simple 
operation. On the other hand, the 
weary arctic traveler in those icy wind- 
swept regions, has peculiar difficulties 
to contend with in his geographical de- 


terminations, especially at the time of 
}the year when the sun is always near 


the horizon, below which it never sinks. 
In fact, in all such work there must al- 
Ways be a certain margin of reasonable 
and probable error appropriate to all 
circumstances. 

“Indeed, when a traveler asserts that 
a,.certain spot is in a certain latitude, 
what he means is that the true position 
does not differ from the assigned posi- 
tion by more than this margin of 
error.”’ 

Then, after welcoming Commander 
Peary as the first and only human be- 
ing to reach a pole of the earth, Major 
Darwin said: 

“It has been the policy of our society 
not to honor any mere race to a pole. 
It should not be forgotten’ that I said 
this when I addressed you here in June 
last at Sir Ernest Shackeleton’'s recep- 
tion. Nevertheless, on that occasion 
we were her all openly rejoicing at the 
fact that it was one of our own coun- 
trymen who had then made the nearest 
approach to a pole of the earth. To- 
night we assemble to do honor, in the 
same spirit and quite as enthusiastic- 
ally, to an American citizen who has 
at last actually accomplished the feat 
that was the dream of all previous arc- 
tic and antarctic explorers.”’

WISE GETS HEINZE 
NEAR COPPER POOL 


Forces Admissions from Broker 
Schulze, Though Connect- 
ing Links Are Missing. 








HEINZES HELD STOCK FAST 





Family Had 385,919 Shares Out of 
450,000—F, A. Heinze Controlled 
225,000 Shares in Pool Days.

The Government nad the best day yes- 
terday that it has experienced in the trial 
of Fritz A. Heinze for overcertification 
and the misapplication of funds as Presi- 
dent of the Mercantile National Bank in 
1907 since it reached that stage of its 
case where it attempted to hitch the de- 
fendant to the United Cooper pool run by 
his brother, Arthur, as principal. 

Under the rulings of Judge Hough of the 
United States Circuit Court the Govern- 
must must establish a definite participa- 
tion of F. A. Heinze in the operations of 
the pool, breaking down tha contention 
of the defense that all three Heinze 
brothers and Schulze dealt with each oth- 
er at arms’ length, without community 
of interest or knowledge on the part of 
any, one of the purpose of the others’ 
acts. 

‘This task has been difficult because the 
most important of the books containing 
the ‘record of the pool’s operations and 
books of the United Copper Company in- 
terlocking with these pool books are miss- 
ing. The Government is compelled to 
prove tts case from hostile witnesses, who 
have steadfastly taken refuge behind the 
missing books when pressed to connect 
F. A. Heinze with the pool operations of 
1907, financed. as they were largely by 
the Mercantile National Bank. 

When the trial opened yesterday morn- 
ing the indications were that the inability 
of Max F. Schulze to remember any of 
his own pool transactions as broker, or 
even the relationships of individuals on 
which they were based, would prove well- 
nigh fatal to the attempt of the prose- 
cution to put the element of intent in its 
case by connecting F. A. Heinze with the 
pools:

refresh this sadly damaged memory of 
Eckstein, for in them he saw only entries 
which he had made at some time or other 
relating to matters that he didn’t under- 
stand.

In a second report to Mayor Gaynor 
on conditions which his corps of investi- 
gators have unearthed in Queens County, 
Commissioner of Accounts Raymond B. 
Fosdick yesterday submitted evidence 
against Mathew J. Goldner, at one time 
boss of the borough, and a stanch ally 
of ex-Borough President Joseph Cassidy. 

The report. was a shock to Queens 
County, as it struck in a wholly unex- 
pected quarter. It was not the promised 
report, and does not involve Borough 
President Gresser or his administration, 
although Goldner-has been more or less 
allied with it since Cassidy was retired 
from power. 

Politicians.on all sides said last night 
that the report hAs extensive political 
significance, as Cassidy has built strong 
hopes of riding into power again on the 
gale of antagonism to the Gresser forces. 
“This report on Goldner,” said one, 
‘means that Cassidy can’t come back.” 

Commissioner Fosdick was influenced 
in suddenly switching his fire from the 
Gresser administration to that of his 
predecessor by the fact that the statute 
of limitations is rapidly closing in on the 
events of the’Cassidy régime, and it was 
his wish to reach them before the guilty 
men could save themselves by the word- 
ing of the law. 

Goliner is charged with diverting to his

He Was Cassidy’s Agent.

Mr, Mathews testified under oath that at 
fhe time he -made application for the permit 
in question he handed to Mathew J. Goldner, 
Superintendent of Sewers, a check for $250 
in accordance with section 158 of the 
ordinances which fixes the amount to be 
charged by the Bcrough President’s office 
for making such connections. According to 
Mr. Mathews’s testimony, the ch@ck for, 
$250 was made peyable to himself at the re- 
quest of Mr. Goldner, and was indorsed by 
himself before being Tanded to the Super- 
intendent. <A careful search of the records 
in the offices. of the Borough President 
and the Chamberlain reveals the fact that 
this amount never reached the city treasury. 

The check in question, which was drawn 
cn the People’s Bank of Brooklyn; was of- 
fered in evidence. It bears the indorse- 
ment of G. X. Mathews. and the receipt 
stamp of the Queens County Branch of the 
Cern Exchange Bank, dated Sept. 28, 1905, 
in which latter bank Mr. Goldner kept his 
private account. The Initials ‘‘M. J. G.,’’ 
apparently in the handwriting of Mr. 
Goldner, are on the upper corner of the 
check over Mr. Mathews’s indorsement. 

The officials of the Corn Eix¢hange Bank 
were subpoenaed and testified under cath. 
The paying teller, George Millar,. identified 
the check as one that was cashed at his 
window on Sept. 28, 1905. The fact that 
it bore no indorsement other than that of 
G. X. Mathews, with whim Mr. Millar is 
not acquainted, seemed to him to indicate 
either that Goldner had casked the check 
through the identification of a dummy, or 
that through some oversight on his part 
no additionai indorsement had been required 
when Mr. Goldner presented the check.

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IMMIGRANTS QUARANTINED. 
Infant Shows Signs of Smallpox on 


Steamer Entering Philadelphia. 


PHILADELPHIA, May 4.—Twenty-four 
hundred passengers who arrived here to- 
day on the German steamship Main from 
Bremen are in quarantine aboard the ves- 
sel. An infant in the steerage developed 
symptoms of smalipox while the ship was 
coming up the Delaware River and was 
landed with its parents last night at the 
Federal Quarantine Station at Reedy Isl- 
and.

MEET ROOSEVELT 


They Take Him to'the Palace in 
Christiania Through Deco- 
rated Streets. 





EX-PRESIDENT IS ANECDOTAL 





Tells of His Western Experiences— 
.. Two Hundred Guests at Dinner 
in His Honor. 





CHRISTIANIA, May 4.—King Haakon 
and. Queen Maud of Norway were the 
first persons to greet ex-President Roose- 
velt on his arrival here to-day. Col. 
Roosevelt presented Mrs. Roosevelt, Miss 
Ethel Roosevelt, and Kermit Roosevelt, 
and the party then proceeded to the pal- 
ace. é 
The streets of Christiania are bright 
with decorations, and almost every one is 
wearing an American flag. A Rooseveit 
march, Roosevelt photographs, and com- 
pilations of Mr. Roosevelt’s sayings are 
being sold in the shops and on the high- 
ways. . 

This evening the King and Queen gave 
a dinner at the palace in honor of their 
American guests. More than 200 of the 
most eminent persons in Norway were 
present, including the Premier and Cabi- 
net Ministers, the leaders of the various 
political parties, litterateurs, financiers, 
and Other distinguished -persons. Four 
State ehairs were placed at the principal 
table, and after all the others of the 
company were standing at their places the 
King appeared with Mrs. Roosevelt on 
his arm, Col. Roosevelt following with 
the Queen. 

When the dinner had advanced to the 
fourth course, the King arose and all the 
guests stood. 

“It is with great pleasure,” said the 
King, “ that I'welcome you, Mr. and Mrs. 
Roosevelt, here in the name of the Queen 
and myself, and extend to you our hospi- 
tality. I do not speak in my own name 
alone, but I am convinced that it is in 


; the name of all Norwegians. The reception 


given you to-day will convince you of the 
truth of my words. As you know, we are 
all grateful that, although your time is so 
limited, you have peen able to come to 
Norway. Many Norwegians live in Amer- 


ica, and, although American subjects, 
they are Norwegian at heart. Therefore 
we feel particularly pleased to nave this 
opportunity of offering our hospitality to 
s0me eminent American citizen. 

“I express the hope that you will get 
the impression during your stay in Chris- 
tiania that real feelings of true friend- 
ship and relationship between the United 
States and Norway exist here, and I hope 
that these feelings will continue for all 
time. I drink a toast to the United Siates 
and I drink a toast to the health of Mr. 
and Mrs. Roosevelt.” 

The company remained standing while 
the ex-President responded. 

“It is a particujar pleasure for me to 
be in Norway,’’ he'said, ‘‘ and I have been 
deeply impressed with my generous re- 
ception. Norwegians have made such good 
citizens in the United States that I once 
remarked to a ‘group of traveling Nor- 
wegians that I rather grudged it that 
they had left pary bedy in Norway. 

‘“‘As your Majesty has said, the Norwe- 
gians in America love the land of their 
birth, and they love the country of their 
adoption. A man can love his wife all 
ne eee. if he love his mother a great 

eal.”’ 


Col. Roosevelt. touched on Norse liter- 
ature, and spoke of his pleasure when, as 
President, he was able to cable his good 
wishes to a new Norwegian Bing bearing 
the old mamé of Haakon. ‘ And,” he 
continued, ‘‘it is a fine thifig™ for the 
country that “Haakon” and ‘ Olaf’ should 
be the names borne by the ruler of to- 
day and-the ruler of to-morrow.” 

He turned directly to the King and 
Queen and said: 

“I hope their Majesties, who seem to 
do all things well, will see to it that the 
small Olaf knows the Heimskringia thor- 
oughly. I drink with my whole heart to 
the health of your Majesties. 

The King and Queen this afternoon 
showed Col. and Mrs. Roosevelt the little 
Prince Olaf, and the Colonel, who had 
been telling anecdotes about Seth Bul- 
lock, said: ‘‘I wish Seth Bullock was 
here to see your small Olaf. He would 
be delighted with him.’’ 

While the ex-President was in his room 
arranging his papers and dictating let- 
ters the. King came in quité informally 
and askéd: ‘*‘ Wouldn’t you like to have 
a cup of tea?”’ ‘ 

‘“‘By George, I would!’”’ replied the Col- 
onel. The King’ rang, and for more than 
an hour the two sat drinking tea and talk- 
ing on a variety of subjects. The King 
asked many questions and gave many of 
his opinions On matters relating to the 
United States. 

Col. Roosevelt told of some of his ranch- 
ing experiences, and particularly of one 
effective speech he had made in a West- 
ern mining camp against free silver, while 
Seth Bullock sat on a platform behind 
him. He spoke for an hour and not a 
man interrupted him. Every one in the 
house was seemingly deeply ft&terested. 
At the conclusion of the speech he said 
to one of his: ranching friends: ‘‘I think 
I held the audience pretty, well.”’ 

“Held the audience well!’’ exclaimed 
his friend. ‘* Seth Bullock, with a six- 
shooter in each hip watching the crowd, 
gave the tip that he’d perforate the first 
man who peeped.”’ 

There was no cheering at the railway 
station when Mr. Roosevelt arrived, but 
the crowds that occupied. the adjoining 
square an devery point of vantage on the 
roofs and in the windows of near-by 
buildings uncovered respestfully. Cheer- 
ing is rare in this country. 

The Roosevelts arrived soon after mid- 
day, having been brought from the south- 
cin extremity of the kingdom in a special 
train provided by the Government. The 
conductor .of the train wore a broad 
leather belt bearing the arms of Norway.

A dining car was 
attached to the train, and this morning 
the Rooseveits had an excellent break- 
fast consisting of fruits, oatmeal and 
eream, fresh-caught trout, and 
and eggs.

He then presented Mr. Roosevelt 
to the Queen, and Mr. Roosevelt presented 
Mrs. Roosevelt, Miss Ethel Roosevelt, and 
Kermit Roosevelt to their Majesties. The 
Queen then took the Colonel’s arm and 
the King offered his &@rm to Mrs. Roose- 
velt. hey walked through the royal 
waiting room, which was half filled with 
flowers and flags, to the carriages_which 
were in waiting. The party drove at 
once to the palace. After a brief stop 
at the palace, the Roosevelts, still ac- 
companied by the King and Queen and a 
few members of the royal household, 
‘drove to the American Legation, where 
they had luncheon as the guests of Amer- 
ican Minister Peirce. The luncheon was 
followed by a reception. 

If his present plans are carried out, Mr. 
Roosevelt will remain here until 7:30 on 
Friday evening, at which time he will 
start for Stockholm. ‘To-morrow he will 
deliver the Nobel prize address at the Na- 
tional Theatre, and in the evening he will 
be entertained at a banquet. On Friday 
he will receive a doctor’s degree from the 
University.

ROOSEVELT ‘WRONG—GROSSCUP. 








Says His Views on Egypt Were Based 
on Misinformation. 


Special to The New York Times. 

CHICAGO, May 4.—Judge Peter 8. Gross- 
cup, who returned this morning from an 
extended European and Egyptian trip, 
took issue with the views on Egypt ex- 
pressed by ex-President Roosevelt. 

‘Theodore Roosevelt,” he said, “is a 
man of vast information, but he is not a 
man qf deep information. His judgments 
are hasty. He is not always accustomed 
to think much before he speaks. 

‘‘Mr. Roosevelt’s conclusions in regard 
to the ‘condition of Egypt and its future 
government, seem to me to be based on 
imperfect information. He said in his 


speech that Egypt was fated to British 
rule because of the lack of adequate 
education among the better class of citi- 
zens. He saw that the only higher educa- 
tion given in Cairo was in the university 
of that city, where instruction is given in 
the Moslem manner to prospective priests, 
but he neglected to consider the fact that 
many of the younger Egyptians of the 
better class have been educated at Euro- 
pean universities, and that it isethese 
people who will rule Egypt. { 

‘‘“My opinions about the country were 
greatly different after I had been there 
two weeks from what they were the 
first fw days I passd there. Mr. Roose- 
velt delivered his speech when he had 
been in Egypt only a day or so. 

‘“T disagree with his statement that 
Egypt must soon fall under British rule. 
I feel, on the contrary, that Great Brit- 
ain must soon relinquish her hold on 
Egypt. Self-government is desired 6v- 
erywhere, a ndthe Egyptians are learn- 
ing many things.” 

Judge Grosscup preceded the Roosevelt 
party through Egypt and Italy, and twice 
caught sight of the Roosevelt carriage, 
but he did not have an opportunity for 
a meoting. 

“T left Cairo just before Mr. Roose- 
velt arrived,’ he said, ‘“‘not because I 
did not want to see him, but because I 
could not be sure of getting other steamer 
accommodations within a week.” 


25,000 IN ROOSEVELT PARADE. 


That Is Now the Estimate of the Wel- 
coming Party on His Return. 


It is expected that between 25,000 and 80,- 
000 men at least will be in the land pa- 
rade to welcome Col. Roosevelt on his 
return to this country on June 18. Capt. 
Cosby, secretary of the Mayor's Reception 
Committee, said yesterday that there 
will be thousands of Itallans, to say 
nothing of societies of other nationalities 
and the many military and veteran organ- 
izations, in the line of march. 

Cornelius Vanderbilt, Chairman of the 
committee, has received a letter from A. 
Simon, representing the United Syrisn 


Society, asking for a place in the parade. 
This will be granted, and the Syrians will 
paradp, in part at least, in their brilliant 
national costume. David C. Humphreys 
of Philadelphia has written to say that 
he represents 500 men who want to come 
over and ‘root’ for Col. Roosevelt on 
his return. K. K. Parrot of Los Angeles 
writes that from twenty-five to fifty rep- 
resentative citizens of that city want 10 
cross the continent to be among the first 
to welcome the Colonel. 

The Spanish War Veterans have asked 
to be allowed to erect an ‘‘arch of wel- 
come ”* over Fifth Avenue in the neighbor- 
hood of Twenty-third Street, and the com- 
mitte now has the request under consi4- 
eration. The §panish War Veterans 
would: also like to. bring representatives 
of their 600 camps in this country to meet 
Col. Rooseveit. 

Capt, Cosby said yesterday that, as 
every effort would be made to keep the 
affair from being too stiff and formal, 
Col. Roosevelt would make but one ad- 
dress—that in response to Mayor Gaynor’s 
welcome. At the request of Col. Roosevelt 
no dinner has been planned. Capt..Cosby 
said that as far as he knew Col, Roose- 
velt will go to Oyster Bay on the evening 
of his arrival. 

Before Col. Roosevelt went to frica 
the West End Theodore Roosevelt to- 
publican Club of Woodhaven, Queens Bor- 
ough, obtained a promise from him to ad- 
dress them on his return. They are now 
planning to give him a rousing reception. 
A Committee of Arrangements has been 
appointed, and it was announced that all 
the political organizations of the borougn 
will be invited to attend the reception. It 
is said that this is to be Col. Roosevelt’s 
first speech in Queens, and that the en- 
tire borough will be out to hear him.

They told him they had come from Chi- 
cago and Philadelphia and were quite 
accustomed to taking chances with strik- 
ers. The Superintendent sized them and 
their armament up and decided they were 
too likely to make his plant a storm cen- 
cre, for which reason he Jet them go. 
They were still seeking employment when 
the bakeries closed down last night. 
_A visit to each of the bigger bread-mak- 
ing concerns last night indicated the lines 
on Which the struggle is settling down to 
a state of siege. 


Shop Forces Crippled. 


At the Fleischmann bakery thirty-five 
men were at work, the force being housed 
and fed in a building adjoining the bake- 
shop, into which cots and a kitchen outfit 
had been moved. Otto Fleischmann, the 
General Manager, said that the plant was 
turning out nearly 50 per cent. of its 
normal supply, and that the Williams- 
burg branch was doing even better. He 
admitted that small bakeries, which have 
settled with the union, were supplyin 
many customers whom he had been force 
to overlook.

Tells How She and Her Daughter 
Parted—Hyde Prosecution Closes.

*‘ You told Mrs. Hyde when she left your 
house on Dec. 18 last that you hoped she 
would come back, and she said she would 
return only when you invited her hus- 
band, I believe?’ asked Mr. Walsh, on 
cross-examination. 

“That is exactly what happened,” an- 
swered Mrs. Swope. 

‘The defense attempted to show that Mrs. 
Swope’s antipathy toward Dr. Hyde had 
its beginning last Fall over a financial 
matter. The contention of the defense 
that Dr. and Mrs. Hyde did not know 
whether they were remembered 
Swope’s will was denied by Mrs. Swopé. 
She said Dr. Hyde, Mr. Hunton, and her- 
self had discussed the will when Col.

AT AMERICA’S SIZE

Statesmen, .Bankers, Students, and 


Professional Men Among Them—To 


See Taft, but Not the Czar. 





*‘ America is so vast,’’ remarked Alder- 
man Tsunvuba of Tokio, Japan, politely, 
1as he dodged a truck horse staggering in 
front of a load of banana crates in lower 
‘West Street at 7:15 o’clock yesterday 
{morning. ‘‘ Your plains are vast. Your 
| streets and houses are vast. Your women 
}—even your women are not small like our 
Japanese women.’’ 
| Disappearing for a moment behind a 
West Street Indian, Alderman Tsunoba 
emerged with a cigar and returned to the 
Fall River. liner Providence on board 
which were waiting fifty-five other Jap- 
anese gentlemen who have been Alder- 
man Tsunoba’s fellow-voyagers during the 
last month. 

One of the voyagers was the patriarchal 
Ando, member of the Japanese Parlia- 
ment. Another was Toyama, the Osakan 
banker; Y. Tasuda, the twenty-five-year- 
old son of a Tokio banker, was a third. 
There was also young Mr. Yashii, who is 
a twenty-year-old student in Waseda Uni- 
versity, und is by far the most serious 
member of the party. 

The members of the party all stood in 
Napolecnic attitudes in a@sort of crescent- 
shaped formation on the uuper deck of the 
zoo0d shin Providence and exchanged 
dinhthongalized interjections, as_ their 
busy, narrew-slitted eyes took in the sky- 
serapers, the Statue of Liberty, and the 
Palisades. All wore American sack suits, 
most of which were black, but a few of 
which were v2ry light, indeed, having 
been bought in warmer San Francisco. 
They are Japunes? business men who are 
touring this country under the joint guid- 
ance of the Tokio Asahi and Thomas 
Cook & Son. ¥ 

The party left Yokohama on April 6 
on the steamer Chiyo Maru. After stop- 
ping at Honolulu they landed in San 
Francisco on April 22. ‘hey visited Amer- 
ican toggery shops there for the next two 
days. Then they went to Chicago by the 
Northern Pacific, and remained there for 
three days. Thence they visited Niagara 
Falls and.from there went to Boston, 
where they visited Faneuil Hall, Harvard 
University, and other institutions of 
learning. They left Boston and came 
here on the Fall River liner Brovidence, 
arriving here yesterday morning. 

As the party intended to go to Wash- 
ington on the Baltimore & Ohio train at

in Col.*no attempt to do any sight-seeing during 


the intervening two hours. They received 
a visit from Y. Ankaru, editor of The 
Japanese-American Consumers’ Weekly. 

“The chief object of this round-the- 
world trip of these fifty Japanese gentle- 
men is te be present at the Anglo-Japan- 
ese Exposition in London,’ said Repre- 
sentative Kiyose of the Asafhii. ‘‘In our 
nuinber are several City Councilors of 
Tokio and Osaka, a member of the Japa- 
nese Diet, and prominent business and 
professional men of the two towns. Mr. 
Tsunoba, for example, is a director of the 
Japanese’ Exposition, which will be held 
in ‘Tokio in 1917, and wants to study the 
London Exposition for that reason. The 
newspaper Asahi suggested the trip in its 
news columns last Winter, and brought 
the fifty-six men who are now taking it. 
The whole round-the-world trip costs each 
of the travelers $1,050 or 2,100 yen.” 

The Japanese were greaily impressed by 
the Rocky Mountains and Niagara Falls, 
but were unable to see the Grand Canyon, 
according to Mr. Kiyose. They are much 
flattered by the treatment which America 
‘has thus far accorded them. Specially 
prepared menus, printed in Japanese let- 
ters on Japanese rice paper, were fur- 
nished by the steamer Providence while 
they were on board. 

The Japanese went up to the Baltimore 
& Ohio ferry house a few blocks north ifn 
an open touring car. After dinner at the 
Japanese Embassy on Friday and their 
visit to President Taft at the White House 
on Saturday they will come back to this 
city on Monday. They will stay at the 
Hotel Navarre. 

They will sail for England on May 14. 
After visiting the European countries they 
will return home via the Siberian Rail- 
road. They will visit Moscow and 8S! 
Petersburg. But although a Japanese 
Ambassador is now in the latter citv they 
will not have an audience with the Czar.

No Fear of Collision with the Comet— 
Prof. Jzcoby Proves it. 


Schermerhorn Hall at Columbia Univer- 
sity was not big enough to accommodate 
all those who desired to hear Prof. Har- 
old Jacoby tell the wonders of Halley’s 
comet yesterday afternoon. He demon- 
strated by a model of Sir William Her- 
schel’s that the inhabitants of this earth 
need have no fear of a collision. While 
it is true, said Prof. Jacoby, that the 
comet is rapidly moving nearer, the earth 
is in no danger. 

On May 19, Prof. Jacoby declares, the 
comet will be midway between the earth 
and the sun, so that a straight line 
would cut the three bodies. At present 
the comet is on one side of the sun; after 
May 19 it will be on the other. 
of this, said Prof. Jacoby, the comet may 
be seen best either immediately before 
Sunrise now or immediately after sunset 
after May 19. 

Prof. Jacoby said that a clear view of 
the comet should be possible on May 19, 
20, and 21, soon after sundown.

FOR A FLATBUSH SUBWAY. 


Property Owners, Want a Branch from 
Eastern Parkway on Assessment Plan. 


A petition signed by 150 Brooklyn prop- 
erty owners was presented to the Public 
Service Commission yesterday asking it to 
authorize the construction of qa subway 
from Eastern Parkway down Nostrand 


and Flatbush Avenues to Coney Island 
on the assessment plan. 

The petition was headed by 8S. T. Hol- 
lister, President of the Central Flatbush 
Taxpayers’ Association. The plan provides 
for about two and one-half miles of sub- 
way and four miles of:elevated road. It 
would cost about $9,000,000, but-it is esti- 
mated that a conservative assessment ap- 
portionment would not average more than 
$100 a lot, which, according to the law 
passed last year, would be payable in ten 
yearly installments. 

The route is laid out from the intérsec- 
tion of Eastern Parkway and Nostrand 
Avenue south on the latter to Flatbush 
Avenue, and thence to Coney Island 
through Sheepshead Bay. It ia proposed 
to have the subway run as far as Flat- 
bush Avenue and have the rest of the line 
elevated. The route would be an exten- 
sion of the proposed Eastern Parkway 
Subway, for which a large number of the 
property owners along the route have 
already petitioned to be constructed on the 
assessment plan. 

As soon.as the letting of the contracts 
for the Tri-Borough Subway has been dis- 
posed of, the commission will get down to 
a serious consideration of these applica- 
tions for assessment subways.

Opens the Fund with $8,000,000, 
Which Adds to $4,000,000 
Given by Carnegie Years Ago. 











ALL EMPLOYES TO BENEFIT 





Pian to Provide for Disabled Workmen 
or Their Families Now in 
Operation. 





The United States Steel Corporation an- 
nounced yesterday that it had established 
@ pension fund for its.employes of its 
subsidiary corporations. It has set aside 
the sum of $8,000,000 for this purpose, 
which will be consolidated with the §$4,- 
000,000 given some years ago by Andrew 
| Carnegie for the same object. 

The united fund will be under the direc- 
tion of twelve trustees, eight of whom 
have been appointed by the Steel Corpora- 
tion and four by Mr. Carnegie.

fore created by him. The aggregate 
amount will be known as the United 


States Steel and Carnegie: Pension Fund, 
and the net proceeds will be administered 
by a board of twelve trustees for the 
benefit of employes of all subsidiary com- 
panies of the United States Steel Corpora- 
tion. Eight of the-trustees have been ap- 
pointed by the corporation and four by 
Mr. Carnegie.”’ 

This action is regarded as part of a 
settled policy aiming at obtaining for the 
Steel Corporation a force of loyal work- 
ers, who will be content to remain with 
the concern as long as they live. In 
December, 1902, the corporation announced 
a profit-sharing plan in which all its em- 
ployes, of whatever grade, might partici- 
pate by purchasing stock in the corpora- 
tion, according to tne wages they received, 
on easy, long term payments. In five 
years over $10,000,000: of shares had thus 
been distributed among the employes, and 
commenting on the success of the plan 
George W. Perkins wrote: 

*“‘In these results is there not a form of 
socialism of the highest, best, and most 
ideal sort—a, socialism that makes real 
partners of employer and employe, and yet 
preserves the right of private property— 
retaining the capitalist’s incentive to en- 
terprise while giving the worker a new 
inspiration for effort—humanizing a vast 
organization—promoting good will and in- 
dustrial peace? ”’ : 

At the same time a direct profit share- 
i ing scheme was put in force for the bene- 
; fit of the higher employes, by which they 
t were to receive a proportion of the cor- 
poration’s earnings over a certain sum, 
hulf in cash and half in preferred stock. 

A month age the Steel Corporation an- 
nounced a general 6 per cent. advance wm 
wages, and followed it up with the estab- 
lishment of a system of pensions and dis- 
ability payments to men injured in its em- 
ploy and dependents of those killed. 

Under this single men are to get 35 per 
cent. of their wages during their disa- 
bility, and married men 50 per cent., With 
an extra 5 per cent. for each child under 
16 and 2 per cent. for each year of serv- 
ice over five. For permanent injuries 
lump sume are provided, based on the ex- 
tent of disability incurred. In cases of 
death the widows and children now re-

This plan went into force on May 1, and 
wiil be in operat‘un for one year in order 
‘to be thoreughly tested.

WASHINGTON, May 4.—In accepting 
the resignation of Dr. Charles Willis 
Needham as President of George Wash- 
ington \L’niversity, offered April 27 on the 
ground that the crisis in the affairs of 
the institution is one which demands ‘a 
man who can undertake the task free 
from all connection with the past,’’ the 
Board of Trustees of the wniversity passed 
the following resolution: 

Resolved, That in accepting the resigna- 
tion of Dr, Needham, the Trustees desire to 
express th2ir high appreciation of his in- 
telligent and laborious services in upbuildng 
the university and raising its standards, 
and their regret that it has now become 
necessary, in his opinion, for him to relin- 
quish into other hands the guidance of the 
affairs of the institution, in the management 
of which he bas for the past eight years 
participated jointly with the other members 
of the several Boards of Trustees, Im all 
these years he has labored with an eve 
single to the highest good of the university 
and with a clear conception of its useful- 
ness to the National canital, and therefore 
to the Naticn. He has shcewn great in- 
telligence, unselfish devotion, fine courage, 
patience, and manly courtesy even under 
the most trying circumstances. They extend 
to him as he is laying down ihe heavy 
burdens of the high office which he has 
held. their sincere good wishes. 

They further desire to place on record

pective retirement of Gov. Hughes, to 
seuttle not only his direct nominations 
plan, but some other reforms he has ad+ 
vocated, and which are now pending] 
before the Legislature, the Governor 
made it plain to his friends to-day that 
he intends to remain on the firing line. 
There will be no let up in his efforts to 
have his reforms carried out before he 
retires to take his seat on the United 
States Supreme Court bench, and he will 
strive in particular to have enacted 
his primary reforms, as embodied in the 
Hinman-Green Direct Nominations bill. 
With the Governor and the leaders in 
their present frame of mind an interest- 
ing close to the session may be looked 
for. There is no doubt that the anti- 
Hughes leaders in the Senate and Assem- 
bly have been looking for a big slump 
in the Hughes sentiment following the 
announcement of the Governor's retire- 
ment, and that they are hoping for whole- 
sale desert:ons from the Hughes banners 
by members of both houses who have 
been pledged by their constituents to sup- 
port the Governor’s primafy plan. 

So secure have they felt that to-night 


the Judiciary Committee of the Assem- 
bly took steps to report the Hinman- 
Green bill without amendments for de- 
bate in the open. It will probably be re- 
ported to-morrow and go on the calendar 
early next week. With it will be report- 
ed the Meade-Phillips bill, embodying 
the primary plan indorsed by the Repub- 
lican bosses and the Grady-Frisbie bill, 
which was proposed by the Democratic 
League. The Senate Judiciary Committee 
is preparing to follow suit and report all 
the primary bills pending before it, in- 
cluding the Cobb bill, which embodies 
the Choate compromise plan. 


To Be Made Special Order. 


Assemblyman George <A. Green of 
Kings, who fathered the Governor's bill 


in the lower house, made this statement } 
to-day: 

“In view of the public interest in the 
pending disposition of the Hinman-Green 
bill and other primary legislation, I de- 
sire to say that’ Speaker Wadsworth, 
(Chairman of the Committee on Rules, and 
Assemblyman Jesse T. Phillips, Chairman 
of the Judiciary Committee, and I have 
agreed on the necessary details of pro- 
cedure, the result of which will be that 
the Hinman-Green bill will be placed 
upon the calendar of the Assembly in iis 
present form, unamended, on a special 
order, second and third reading, probably 
on Tuesday or Wednesday of next week 
when in al robability the final vote will 
be had in the Assembly, and I may add 
further that the Meadec-Phillips and Gra- 
dy-Frisbie bills now being reprinted will 
be similarly put on the calendar on the 
same day with the Hinman-Green bill.’’ 
Gov. Hughes, when he heard of the 
statement made by Mr. Green, expressed 
himself as pleased that a gree of proce- 
dure had been arranged, whereby the bill 
embodying his primary plan shall be de- 
bated on the floor of the Assembly. The 





Governor would not discuss reports that 
he had abandoned all hope for the pass- 
age of the Hinman-Green bill, but he 
made it clear that he was just as firm 
as ever in his belief that the bill should 
be passed, and that he intended to work 
as hard as ever for its enactment as long 
as he remains in the Governor’s chair. 


May Urge It in Speech. 


On Monday night, on the eve of the 
debate, the Governor, according to an an- 


nouncement made to-night, will deliver a 
speech at the annual dinner of the Uni- 
versity Club in Binghamton. That city 
is the home of Senator Harvey D. Hin- 
man, who is sponsor for the Governor’s 
direct primary bill in the Senate, and it 
is expected that the Governor will have 
something to say with reference to the 
urgent need of the legislation he advo- 
cates, in the light of recent disclosures 
regarding the baneful influence exercised 
by the bosses at the Capitol. 

The Governor continues to receive a 
great number of letters from all parts of 
the State and is in close touch with the 
sentiment on the question of primary re- 
form. He feels that thissentiment has heen 
one of steady growth, while its opponents, 
by the concessions they have made, have 
practically admitted that the plan the 
Governor proposes is correct in pmnciple. 

Assemblyman Green said to-day that a 
recent poll of the Assembly showed 
eighty-two votes, more than a majority, 
in favor of his bill in the Assembly. and 
that he did not believe the opposition 
would have the requisite number of votes 
to defeaf or emasculate it, once the fight 








is out in the, open. 


OBJECT TO TROLLEY LINE. 





Land Owners Along Albany Post Road 
Oppose Wainwright Bill. 


Special to The New York Times. ' 

ALBANY, May 4.—Wealthy landowners 
along the historic Albany Post Road, ex- 
tending through Westchester County and 
lined. by beautiful country estates, were 
represented at a hearing before the In- 
ternal Affairs 
to-day in oppobkition to the Wainwright 
bill, which would remove the legal re- 
strictions against the construction of a 
trolley road along that highway. 

Dr. J. C. MacKenzie of Dobb’s Ferry 
led the opposition, declaring that an av- 
erage of 200 automobiles an hour pass 
over the road and that the danger to 
pedestrians and other vehicles would be 
greatly increased if a trolley line were 
built. He said the chief object of the 
proposed road was to give accommoda- 
tion to Italian workmen who would not re- 
main as residents longer than two years. 

Those who favored the bill said the 
people of Tarrytown, North Tarrytown, 
and Phillips Manor, a new settlement, 
lacked railway facilities, and that public 
convenience should be considered above 
the interests of a few owners of property. 
Frank R. Pierson, President of the Vil- 
lage of Tarrytown, spoke of the interests 
which would be benefited by a railroad 
along the highway. E. M, Blakeley, Pres- 
ident of the Welfare Association of Tarry- 
town, declared that a railroad was a 
necessity. Hugh Thornton, Corporation 
Counse! of Dobb’s Ferry, exhibited a — 
tition twenty-seven feet long containing 
the naines of 1,000 persons in Dobb's Ferry 
who favor the bill. 


Senator Heacock said the opposing in-, 


terests should get together and agree to 
submit the question to a vote of the 
people. This was unsatisfactory to some 
of the opponents of the Wainwright bill, 
who said that those who were not prop- 
erty owners would outvote them. 


NEW ELEVENTH AVENUE BILL. 


Senator Brough Introduces Measure 
, Emanating from Citizens’ Union.

ALBANY, May 4.—A ne¢w measure pro- 
viding for the removal of the New York 
Central tracks in Eleventh Avenue froin 
the street level will be introduced in the 
upper house to-morrow by Senator Brough 
of New York. The bill was drafted by 
the Committee on Legislation of the Citi- 
zens’ Union and differs in many of its 








essential features from the Hoey bill, now | 


vending before the Legislature, by which 
t is sought to accomplish the same pur- 
pose. 

Under the Brough bill the city would 
have the right to rip up the tracks as 
a public nuisance in case the railroad 
company should not come to terms. in 
order that the company shall not be de- 
prived of its franchise as the result of 
such action the Brough bill specifically 
provides that it shall be entitled to exer- 
cise over tracks laid in a subway all its 
rights under any existing franchise. ; 


FIXES EMPLOYERS’ LIABILITY. 


First of Bills Prepared by Commission 
Passes Assembly. 


Special to The New York Times. 
ALBANY, May 4.—The Assembly took 
favorable action to-day on the first of 
the bills in the interest of labor evolved 
as the result of the recent investigation 
conducted by the Wainwright-Phillips 


Employers’ Liability Commission, which 
was provided for at the last session of 
the Legislature, in accordance with rec- 
ommendations made by Gov. Hughes. 
The bill passed to-day amends the pres- 
ent employers’ liability law in many re- 
spects.: It modifies the so-called ‘‘ fellow- 
servant rule ’”’ so as to make an employer 
liable to an emplove for injury sustained 
through the negligence or ignorance of a 
fellow-employe, and abrogates the ‘risk 
rule ’’ by placing on the defendant in any 
action for damages resulting from in- 
jury sustained in the course of employ- 








ment the burden of proof as to contrib-° 


utory négligence. 

The bill also establishes a permissive 
compensation plan for injuries sustained, 
under which employers or workmen may 
enter peg a contract waiving all rights 
under the Employers’ Liability act, in re- 
turn for benefits according to a fixed 
schedule of compensation proportioned to 


the injury sustained and the earning ca-'! 


pacity of an employe, regardless of wheth- 
er negligence on the part of the injured 
has been a contributory factor in the 
accident. 


GAYNOR IS OVERRIDDEN. 


Assembly Repasses Bill for More Cor- 
oners Despite His Disapproval. 


ALBANY, May 4.—Mayor Gaynor’s first 
disapproval of a measure affecting New 
York City was received in the Assembly 
to-day and was overruled by a party vote 


of 77 to 49—just one more than the re- 
quisite vote. 


‘Fhe bill provides for two additional Cor- 
oners in Brooklyn and one in Queens.

PROHIBITS ORAL WAGERS 





Senate Also Passes Bill Making Direct- 
ors of Racing Associations Liable 
for Gambling at the Tracks.

ALBANY, May 4.—The race track in- 
terests received a severe blow in the 
Senate to-day when the Agnew Anti-Oral 
Betting bill was unexpectedly passed in 
the form in which it was reported by the 
Codes Committee a week ago. When the 
bill was debated yesterday Senator New- 
comb offered an amendment, adding a 
sentence defining bookmaking prohibited 
in the Penal Code as *‘ the laying or pub- 
lishing of odds to all comers or to the 
public.” 

This was adopted on the understanding 
that it would prevent arrests of persons 
not professionally engaged in bookmaking. 
To-day this amendment was stricken out 
on the ground that Gov. Hughes feared it 
might interfere with the prosecution of 
bookmakers under the Agnew-Hart law. 

“Gov. Hughes is of the opinion that the 
amendment offered by me yesterday to 
the so-called Oral Betting bill would de- 
feat or tend to defeat the purpose of the 
present law against bookmaking,’ Sena- 
tor Newcomb said to-day. ‘‘ The neces- 
sity of proving that odds had been pub- 
lished ‘to all comers or to the public,’ he 
believes, might make it impossible to 
prosecute bookmakers successfully. If 
the Governor is right great harm would 
follow. No such result can be permitted. 
The amendment should be stricken from 
the bill.’’ 

On’ the floor of the Senate, however, 
Senator Newcomb did not say that he 
entertained the same fear. He gave way, 
however, and after yesterday’s vote was 
reconsidered withdrew his amendment by 


unanimous consent. The effect of this 
action is to restore the bill so that it will 
prohibit ‘‘ bookmaking and pool selling 
with or without writing.”’ 

Senator Grady accused Senator Agnew 
of a breach of faith, and appealed to the 
Senate to postpone action on the bill until 
Tuesday. Senator Agnew said he had 
agreed only that he would not secure the 
passage of the bill out of its order by ob- 
taining an emergency message from the 
Governor. He asked that the bill be re- 
stored to its original form, so as to be in 
proper shape for passage next week. 

The motion to reconsider the vote of 
yesterday was adopted, 25 to 18. After the 
Newcomb afhendment had been with- 


} drawn Senators Cobb and Agnew said 


they would: agree to a postponement of 
the vote on the final passage of the bill 
until next week. 

‘“*From now on I have no favors to ask 
of the Senate,’’ Senator Grady said. 
‘This is the greatest exhibition of dis- 
courtesy that I have ever known in my 
legislative career. Men are absent who 
would not have gone away if there had 
been an intimation that the bill would be 
brought up to-day.”’ 

The bill was then passed, 31 to 15. The 
vote in detail was as follows:

Senators Grattan, Holden, and Kissel 
were the only Republicans who voted 
against the bill, and Senators Bayne and 
Gardner were the only Democrats who 
voted for it. The bill was sent back to 
the Assembly, where it will be handed 
down to-morrow and referred to the Rules 
Committee. A similar measure introduced 
by Assemblyman Perkins has passed the 
lower house. 

Later in the day the Senate passed the 
bill making Trustees or Directors of rac- 
ing associations liable for gambling that 
may be conducted at the race track, 38 to 
8. It repeals the section of the Percy- 
Gray law which exempted such Trustees 
and Directors if the race track was prop- 





erly policed and warnings were posted. 
When the last of the anti-betting bills 


was reached Senator Agnew offefed sev- 
eral minor amendments. The bill amends 
the Penal Code relative to keeping gam- 
ing and betting establishments. As amend- 
ed by Senator Agnew, the bill makes the 
officers of any association guilty of a 
misdemeanor if gambling is permitted in 
any room, tenement, booth, inclosure, or 
other place. Senator Brackett urged that 
the prohibition be limited to public bet- 
ting, expressing the fear that as drawn 
the bill might interfere with poker played 
in a home or at a club. The suggestion 
was not adopted, however. 

Senator Grady made an attack on Wall 
Street, urging an amendment which would 
prohibit the making of a wager “ directly 
or indirectly’’ on the future price of 
stocks, bonds, or commodities. The amend- 
ment was voted down. 

The race-track representatives were not 
as conspicuous to-day as they were yes- 
terday, although Joseph S. Auerbach, 
counsel for The Jockey Club, and Andrew 
Miller, one of.the Directors of the club, 
Were in the Senate Chamber after ad- 
journment to-night. Mr. Auerbach said 
the Oral Betting bill, as passed by the 
Senate, was vague in its language and 
would lead to a repetition of wholesale ar- 
rests until a case could.be taken to the 
Court of Appeals. 


TO LOWER INSURANCE BARS. 


Hughes Agrees to Modification of Re- 
striction on New Business. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, May 4.—After a conference 
with Gov. Hughes4to-day Superintendent 
of Insurance Hotchkiss presented to the 
Insurance Committees of both Houses a 
bill lifting the embargo on the acquisition 
by life insurance companies of new busi- 
ness in excess of $150,000,000 annually, 
which was established in the Armstrong 
insurance laws. ' 

The change has long been advocated by 
the life insurance interests, but up to the 
present time Gov. Hughes has steadfastly 
maintained that the restriction should be 











retained until it has been thoroughly 
tried out. The present bill letting down 
the bars has been introduced with the 
Governor’s consent and approval. 

It provides that where a life insurance 
company can conduct its canvass for 
new business on a basis of 15 per cent. 
of its renewal vremiums, thus affecting 
a saving on such business of 10 per 
cent., it may increase its new business 
the following year by 10 per cent. regard- 
less of the $150,000,000 restriction. If 
the expense chargeable to new business 
is reduced to 20 per cent. of its renewal 


premiums, then the increase in new busi- 
ness for the next year must not exceed 


5 per cent. 

“Under this bill,’’ said Mr. Hotchkiss 
to-day, ‘‘any company which desires to 
take advantage of its provisions must 
necessarily conduct its business in a very 
economical manner, and it was to effect 
economy chiefly that: the restriction was 
incorporated in the Armstrong laws.” 


CARNEGIE HERO MEDALS. 








13 from Receiving Theirs. 


PITTSBURG, May 4.—Thirty-two awards 
of medals for acts of heroism were made 
by the Carnegie Hero Fund Commission at 
its Spring meeting to-day. Seven silver 
and twenty-five bronze medals were or- 
dered struck off, while monthly pensions 
aggregating $196, death benefits of $4,880, 
and special awards totaling $13,100 were 
made. 

In thirteen instances the heroes met 
death in the act or from injuries re- 


ceived. Five rescues were made from 
trains, two from fires, one from electro- 
cution, fourteen from drowning, four from 
suffocation in wells and tanks, five in a 
mine cavein, and one from a@ runaway. 

Among those granted awards were 
John G. White, Batavia, N. Y., and Carl 
F. Wagner, Rochester, N. Y. The latter 
is dead. 

Kollowing a suggestion of Mr. Carnegie 
when he visited here in April, the com- 
mission to-day voted from its surplus 
$100,000 to the Carnegie Technical Schools, 
with the provision that it be used for the 
Itrade school features. 


BOSTON MILK WAR CONTINUES 


No Dearth of Milk, Though Farmers 
Withhold Selling to Contractors. 


BOSTON, May 4.—Still plentifully sup- 
plied with milk, which has so far success- 
fully passed the inspection of the Board 
cf Health, Boston to-day watched with 
interest the battle of endurance between 
the contractors and producers, It is a 
question of how long the contractors can 
supply milk to the local market without 
tne farmers’ help, while the farmers are 
facing the tota: loss of their income from 
the sale of milk. 

Fhe milk producers now plan to carry 
the struggle into the contractors’ terri- 
tory by the establishement of receiving 
stations in this city. They say that if the 
plan was consummated consumers here 


would be able to purchase milk practi- 
cally direct from the farmers. 

The Mayor has notified the Boston 
Board of Health that, according to re- 
ports, much milk unfit for use was being 
brought to Boston, and that a more thor- 
ough inspection was demanded. 
| The farmers are turning into butter a 
large part of the milk held back from the 
contractors. Sixteen hundred pounds of 
hutter were churned yesterday at the new 




















milk separator in Furnace, one of the 
milk-producing centres of W orcester.

Although there were fewer failures in 
April than in March, the volume of lia- 
bilities for the month, according to Brad- 
street’s statistics, is the largest reported 
since August, 1908. The heavy indebted- 
ness is explained by the incluSion of the 
liabilities involved in the final closing of 
two banks which suspended in 1907, but 
resumed unsuccessfully. Another factor 
swelling the total was the Knight-Yancey 
cotton failure in the South. This and the

KANSASCROPSINOT MUCHHURT 


Supplementary Report Shows That Re- 
cent Rains Have Done Much for Them. 


Crop ‘conditions in Kansas, where the 
drought had wrought havoc with the Win- 
ter wheat fields at the time of the report 
of the State Board of Agriculture on 
April 20, have materially changed for the 
better since the first of the month. F. D. 
Coburn, Secretary of the department, in 
a letter to the New York News Bureau 
yesterday, said: 

** Conditions were not essentially 
changed from April 20 to 30, but now we 
are having-rains that mean millions.” 

Edward F. Swinney, President of the 
First National Bank of Kansas City, who 
came to New York a week ago, said yes- 


terday that while there nad been no ma- 
teriai charge in the weatner before he 
left, the situation as far as the farmers 
were concerned was less discouraging 
than had been indicated because of the 
fact that the ruined wheat had been re, 
planted with other crops, chiefly oats and 








corn. 

While these crops will bring returns 
later than Winter wheat, he explained, 
they would do much to balance the loss 
and keer the farmers’ bank acconts fat.

“THE BAKERS’ STRIKE. 

Fortunately there seems little pros- 
pect of the bakers’ strike resulting in 
anything more than a temporary in- 
convenience to the middlemen, on whom 
the public depends for its daily bread. 
They may not be able to get their 
supplies from their ordinary bakeries, 








but they will be able to get enough to 


serve their customers from other 


’  gources.. But this is not the fault of 


the strikers, who would be willing, if 


s they could, to call out every journey- 
man baker in the city in order to gain 
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Mr. Tart’s too complaisant,

the extraordinary lack of consideration 
for the necessities of the community 
which has marked so many labor strug- 
gles. If this strike had been declared 
on account of real grievances in the 
matter of wages or hours it might per- 
haps be excused, and some no doubt 
would have pardoned it, if the union 
had found itself in an unusually favor- 
able position to gain a victory. 

But as things are the-trade has been 
neither sufficiently organized to enter 
on a8 long fight, nor has it any grievance 
that might not have been settled with 
the employers after peaceful negotia- 
tions. All that is really at stake is the 
recognition of a union, which till the 
present trouble became imminent in- 
cluded only a fraction of the bakers in 
reguiar work. Practically without 
warning the men walkeq out and sought 
to leave not only their employers but 
the public in the lurch. They were 
carried away by a species of May mad- 
ness, and have tried to disorganize one 
of the trades, on which the very life 
of the people depends, for the sake of 
labor politics. 








THE REJECTED AMENDMENT. 

The income tax amendment failed 
on Tuesday to get the necessary votes 
in the Assembly, and that disposes of 
it for the present session. It may be 
brought before the Legislature at the 
next session, but it is not likely, in its 
present form, to be received with any 
more favor. 

The chief objection to the amendment, 
we think, in the minds of the public, as 
well as its opponents in the Legislature, 
is that it was hastily drawn, involved 
a principle of mischievous effect on the 
interests of the States, and would give 
rise to indefinite contention as to its 
real meaning. There was, however, 
another objection relating not to the 
substance of the amendment, but to the 
manner in which it was brought into 
being. It was originally proposed to 
the Senate of the United States to save 
Mr. ALDRICH and his associates from 
defeat on the revision of the tariff. To 
avoid this the amendment, together 
with the corporation tax, was contrived. 
It was not a nice device—to use no 
stronger term—and in the exigency ex- 
isting it was carried out in a bungling 
fashion. If we are to have the Consti- 
tution changed in this matter, it cer- 
tainly would be better to have it done 
decently and in order. 
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/ THE HARBOR SAFEGUARDED. 

New Jersey amicably and voluntarily 
has signed the papers prepared at 
Washington which give the United 
States a contractual right to supervise 
the sewage works which will drain the 
household wastes from the cities of the 
Passaic valley into the harbor. The 
time for compulsion had not arrived, al- 
though the proceedings were pending. 
All that was done was to appeal to the 
neighborliness of our friends across 
the river and to show to them by disin- 
terested and competent authority that 
their plans were defective. Now they 
graciously accept the standards of 
purity set by the United States and 
agree to empty only harmless water 
into the harbor. 

This is a happier result than was ex- 
pected only a little while ago. New 
Jersey at one time practically refused 
to discuss the subject with the Mer- 
chants’ Association committee. It was 
the business of New Jersey, and the 
gentlemen from New York were off 
their reservation. This made it neces- 
sary to take the subject before two 
Presidents and their Attorneys General, 
not to mention several Governors and 
Departments of Health. It was worth 
while because much more has been done 
than to settle the Passaic case on 
broader lines than originally designed. 
Two novel and amportant precedents 
have been established. 

The intervention of the United States 
as parens patriae in the litigation be- 
tween two States of the Union’ estab- 
lishes a precedent of which more will 
be heard hereafter. Besides the estab- 
lishment of this principle there was 
erected for the first time a standard of 
purity in public waters. The report of 
Col. Biack is a model for thoroughness 
and dispassionate treatment, and has 
only begun its work for good. The Ohio 
River is a thousand miles of typhoid. 
The Hudson River is an open sewer 
whose {mmemorital right to be such fs 
now endangered, for New Jersey now 
has a claim, which it is to be hoped it 
will assert vigorously, that New York 
shall practice what it has preached and 
prescribed. There is a flagrant case 
now ready for the application of this 
precedent. The drainage of the Passaic 
into the harbor was at least along nat- 
ural lines. But the diversion of the 
drainage of waters belonging to the 
Sound into the Hudson is’ unnatural 
and appeals for the attention of the 
gentlemen who have brought the Pas- 
saic case to so satisfactory an end. 

There is another general and flagrant 
nuisance involved in the opposition to 
the bill pending at Albany giving the 
State Health Commissioner jurisdiction 
over the discharge of sewage into run- 
ning streams. It is hardly credible but 
it is true that it is defended as a right 
from immemorial usage by cultivated 
gentlemen, instructors of. youth and 
officers of institutions of liberal learn- 
ing. It was bad enough when the same 
plea was set up regarding the harbor 
by mere officers of cities, who had some 
cause to take the course they did. The 
nuisance was legislated against thirty- 
five years ago in England, and the de- 
gree of purity which is practical has 
been under discussion ever since, and is 
now established. Absolute pupity is not 
required, and is not necessary. But 
such a degree of cleanliness is attain- 
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lation of London drinks water from-the 
Thames and the Lea, which receive the 
sewage from the cities along their 
banks. The test is whether the respect- 
ive cities defile the water as it reaches 
them. Rivers are necessarily contami- 
nated to a certain extent by surface 
drainage, and for this no blame at- 
taches. Moreover, the cities are recog- 
nized to have a claim for the discharge 
into rivers. But no city is allowed to 
make the water less sanitary below it 
than above it. This doctrine is ripe 
for application to American rivers. In 
a case decided within a few weeks it 
was shown that sewage water actually 
lessened the pollution of the river which 
received it. In the Passaic case it was 
in evidence that the fumes from the 
sewage took the paint off not only the 
vessels in the harbor but from the 
houses along the Passaic. 








MOTOR CAR. EXTRAVAGANCE, 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I see that Jamps J. HILu and others 
charge hard times up to the automobile 
craze. Will you kindly explain to an 
old reader how that can be? Surely if 
$100,000,000 is spent on automobiles, 
that much money must have been put 
in circulation. Much of it went for 
wages to automobile fabricators—em- 
ployés of one kind or another, machin- 
ists, salesmen, &c. If the manufac- 
turers locked up their net profits I can 
see how that might hurt business; but 
I cannot see how money in circulation 
hurts. Even if all the persons who buy 
automobiles rob themselves and their 
families of comforts in so doing, 
(which is absurdly untrue,) I do not 
see how National extravagance hurts 
unless the money goes out of the 
country. . 

How about the $100,000,000 or se 4 
year the immigrants take or send back 
to Europe? Doesn’t that hurt far 
worse? How about the $100,000,000 a 
year Americans spend when abroad? 
Doesn’t that hurt? Will you enlighten, 
please?

The registered number of Lieut. Gov. 
HORACE WHITe’s motor car,as appeared 
in THe Times’s Albany dispatches yes- 
terday, is 100,500. State Controller 
KoeEenrG calculates that the weekly pur- 
chases of automobiles /in this State 
amount to $1,500,000, and he declares 
that “not only the millionaire is buy- 
ing automobiles, but the poor man, too.” 
Is the fmmense business in the mantu- 
facture and sale of automobiles, and tn 
their supplies and up-keep, an economic 
loss to the Nation? » 

Mr. Burns’s argument is lame in one 
respect. There is economic loss when 
money is put in circulation to employ 
persons in destructive or non-productive 
industries. Their employment may ac- 


‘crue to their personal advantage, but 


society es a whole is the loser. The 
earthquake that destroyed San Fran- 
cisco did the job for nothing, and occa- 
sioned the employment of thousands in 
its rebuilding. These thousands of 
laborers gained, but San Francisco and 
the Nation found it very costly. 

The thousands of owners of automo- 
biles in this State have withdrawn from 
productive industry the labor of nearly 
an equal number of young men. Fifty 
thousand young men tilling the fields 
of New York State would produce more 
than the fifty thousand now employed 
in burning gasoline, wearing out rubber 
tires, breaking axles, and mortgaging 
their employers’ real estate. The same 
thing may be said of all expenditures 
for luxuries; the labor of persons en- 
gaged in the business of providing them 
is withdrawn from service to the abso- 
lute needs of society, and the consump- 
tion of luxuries.is the destruction of 
wealth, 

But there is another aspect of this 
question. King Lear expressed our 
correspondent’s real thought: 


Allow not nature more than nature 
needs, 
Man’s life is cheap as beast's. 


And beggars are in the poorest thing 
superfluous. The sum total of our 
needs is not {In providing food, clothing, 
and shelter merely. Luxuries are neces- 
sities to all of us; they may even have, 
in the larger sense, an economic value. 
It is only when indulgence in them 
trenches upon the means of present and 
future subsistence that society need 
feel alarmed. Perhaps, when second 
mortgages succeed the first pledges of 
the spenders’ property, that portion of 
society which is most affected will feel 
a@liarmed, and the evil extravagance in 
motor car expenditures will correct it- 
self. 


PATIENCE IN CHARTER-MAKING. 

We think the argument of the Citi- 
zens’ Union against any general at- 
tempt to amend the charter of this city 
at the present session of the Legislature 
is sound. There are some features of 
the various bills pending that are de- 
serving of respectful consideration, but 
they have received practically no thor- 
ough consideration at all, and the pass- 
age of the best of them would be a 
doubtful experiment. 

There is one especially cogent argu- 
ment for delay. We have now one of 
the best city governments in all its 
branches that we have ever had. Its 
various members are working together 
with remarkable harmony, on princl- 
ples of real efficiency. There can be 
no question that they will do for -the 
city substantially all that can be done 
for it under the present charter, and 
that is a good deal. A year of their 
experience will bring out not only what 
defects there arain the charter, but the 
changes that would be most likely to 
remedy those defects, as ‘well as the 
new provisions required. 

It is recognized by all intelligent ob- 
servers that the crying evil in the pr’s- 
ent scheme of city administration is 
the scatteration that prevails. Bach 
important office is called on to do a 
lot of things for which it is not ade- 
quately equipped, and each important 
function is divided up between two or 











more offices. Now it is plain that, 
while this hampers the present officials 
in a most annoying and harmful man- 
ner, the reorganization of the adminis- 
tration, the rearrangement of functions, 
and the concentration of responsibility 
in the most effective fashion can be 
made much more wisely after a year 
of actual experience by able and con- 
scientious administrators. And it is 
equally clear that changes proposed 
and supported by such men, with the 
authority acquired through such experi- 
ence, would not only be better in them- 
selves, but would have a better chance 
of adoption than changes worked out 
by even the best of legislative commit- 
tees. It would be well to regard the 
present administration as a continuing 
charter commission, and to await the 
result of their studies and their practical 
experiments. We have never had s0 
food a chance to get expert and trust- 
worthy guidance in the matter of char- 
ter amendment, and we should make 
the most of it.

The editor, first 
calling attention to the fact that he is 
about twice as large as Col. HAL, and 
therefore would not be likely to allow 
himself to be beaten by him, says that as

itself felt. Instead he was promptly 
backed across the office till he tripped 
over a water pail and dropped his weapon, 
whereupon he tried to use his fists, but 
was easily hel4 beyond striking distance 
by his long-armed antagonist until he 
calmed down and took his departure.

Rarely has Westchester 

Commuter County been as deeply 

Pockets Stirred as it is at present 
by the announcement of 

Hit Hard. the New Haven Railway 
that, beginning June 1, commutation rates 
are to be enormously increased. For life 
in the county is largely adjusted to the 
long-established rate at which its inhabi- 
tants can travel to and from New York 
€ity, a journey which many of them 
make daily and all of them frequently. 
Dwellers in the eastern part of West- 
chester are almost solely dependent on 
the New Haven Road for transportation 
facilities. It has, indeed, a sort of rival 
in the trolley line, but that is too slow 
for business men, and even for women 
eager to reach the big shops. Practical- 
ly, it’s go by the railway or stay at home, 
and—well, Westchester doesn’t stay at 
home much, except o’ nights. 

It thought the commutation rates quite 
high enough before, but to have them 
advanced something like 40 per cent. is 
little less than tragic. And the increase 
is not much less than that. From New 
Rochelle, for instance, under the old ar- 
rangement, the cost of twelve good-for- 
a-month tickets on the sliding scale that 
began at $9 and went down to $4 was $67, 
and evea the ‘flat rate’’ was only 
$76.20. Hereafter the sliding scale is to 
be abolished, and everybody must pay 
the flat rate of $7.65 a month, or $91.80 
a year, which is an advance Of $24.80, or 
more than 87 per cent. All the other 
towns have a@ like grievance, and they 
arg not only howling—they are vowing to 
**do something,’’ and to do it at once. 

The first thought, of course, has been 
to appeal to the Public Service Commis- 
sion, and the result of that remains to be 
seen. If it fails, and no other effective 
course suggests itself, the county will 
undoubtedly suffer severe losses in popu- 
lation and real estate values. The little 
towns and villages along the line of the 
New Haven Road contain a large num- 
ber of people with incomes so smal]l that 
continued residence “in the country ’’ 
will be impossible or inconveniently ex- 
pensive after the new rates go into ef- 
fect. These people will sell their little 
places and move back into the city, 
and the sales will not be to people like 
themssives. The ultimate effect is more 
likely to be a decrease than an increase 
of the company’s revenue from its com- 
muter traffic, and therefore the change 
would seem to be as unwise ag it is un- 
popular.” On just what grounds it can 
be declared illegal, however, has not been 
determined, for even the new rates are 
less than 2 cents a mile, and the grant- 
ing of ‘‘commutation’’ is apparently a 
favor rather than a right.

The 
best way to stop such publication, and 
the only one reasonable or even justifi- 
able, is by stopping the issuance of the 
odds by the bookmakers, and the natural 
way to do that is by putting an end to 
the already illegal business of which the 
odds are a minor and ‘incidental, though 
necessary, feature. 

There is a little something in the plea 
that the printing of the odds offered be- 
fore races and paid after them facilitates 
the work of the gamblers and increases 
their patronage, but half the news of the 
day could in some degree be put, and 
probably is put, to bad uses by men of

criminal tInclinations, That, however, “ts 
no excuse for suppressing that half of the 
news, or any of it. Publicity helps the 
forces that make for good much more 
than those that make for evil. 

If odds on the races are given and ac- 
cepted, the fact ought to be made known— 
and certainly will be, since a law to pro- 
hibit it would be ludicrously unsound. It 
would be first ignored and then repealed, 
exactly as was that which tried to make 
the execution of criminals a secret opera- 
tion. . 

To commit crime is one thing, to reveal 
the commission of it is quite another, and 
it is as legitimate for a newspaper to tell 
what bookmakers are doing as for it to 
make public the acts of other malefactors, 
like murderers, thieves, and legislative 
bribe-takers.

New York, May 2, 1910, 

















Director Durand Says Earliest Cannot 
Be Expected Before June. 


WASHINGTON, May 4.—In denial of a 
number of published stories giving what 
purported to be estimates of the popula- 
tions of some of the cities of the United 
States, as shown by the new census, C. 
Dana Durand, Director of the Census, to- 
day declared emphatically that “no offi- 
cial announcement of the population of 
any city or State in the United States or 
of the United States as a whole will be 
made for some time to come, and further, 
that the fact that the returns from the 
enumerators have not yet been received 
emphasizes the impossibility of any offi- 
cial statement or even estimate being 
given at this time. 

** Before the official statement of the 
population of any place can be given out,” 
he said, ‘‘ the schedules must be examined 
to see whether they are in proper shape, 
the enumerators must be paid on the 
basis of the number of names returned, a 
card for each separate person must be 
punched, and these cards must be tabu- 
lated by means of the machines. It will, 
therefore, be impossible for the bureau to 
obtain the population of any city com- 
pletely for several weeks to come.” 

Mr. Durand explained that the Census 
Bureau on the basis of the annual in- 
crease of population between 1890 and 
1900 had estimated that the population of 
the United States in 1910 would be &9,900,- 
000, but this calculation has nothing to do 
with the actual enumeration, which might 
show more or possibly less. 

It is expected the first announcement 
will be made about the first of June. 
There is no prospect of an announcement 
of the population of the entire United 
States before August or September, a

Wants It to Give Up Collateral on @ 
$500,000 Loan Collected After the 
Firm Had Failed. 





Two suits were begun yesterday in the 
Supreme Court by Henry H. Hotchkiss, 
trustee in bankruptcy for the suspended 
firm of Lathrop, Haskins & Co., against 
James R. Keene, as manager of the ill- 
fated pool in the stock of the Columbus 
and Hocking Coal and Iron Company, 
which went to pieces on Jan. 19, cafry- 
ing down with it the two Stock Exchange 
firms of Lathrop, Haskins & Co. and 
J. M. Fiske & Co. With Mr. Keene there 
are named defendants in the suits the 
firms which participated in Hocking pools 
1 and 2, and an accounting is asked of 
the defendants to the complaining con- 
cern. 

The suits, while naming all the firms 
in the Hocking pools, are directed pri- 
marily against the pool manager and their 
allegations are based on the testimony 
of Mr. Keene in the bankruptcy pro 
ceedings of the firm of J. M. Fiske & 
Co. that his brokers on their own respons 
sibility sold 6,700 shares of the Hocking 
stock which he was carrying with them~- 
on the morning of Jan, 19.

In the Lathrop, Haskins & Co. bank-~ 
ruptcy proceedings yesterday Abram IL, 
Elkus, counsel for Trustee Hotchkiss, exe 
amined I"irst Vice President Horace G, 
Kilburn of the National City Bank in cone 
nection with a question that may involve 
the general practice of the Wal] Street 
banks with respect to certifying checkg 
against loans to brokerage firms. 

Mr. Kilburn testified that on the morn- 
ing of Jan. 19 Lathrop, Haskins & Co., 
a customer of the City Bank, arranged for 
what is known as a “clearance” loan of 
$500,000. That is to say the firm gave 
the bank its demand note for $500,000 un- 
secured, and received a credit of that 
amount against which it could have checks 
certified during the day An agreement 
to secure the note by collateral before 
the close of business accompanied the 
granting of the loan by the bank, as it 
dees all similar loans, which represent 
the standard practice of the brokerage 
community with regard to the certifica- 
tion of checks by National banks. 

Lathrop, Haskins & Co. had a deposit 
of $54,319 in the National City Bank at. 
the opening of business on Jan. 19, to’ 
which there were added other deposits 
during the morning. Checks were certi- 
fied in excess of all these deposits until a 
draft of about $117,000 appeared against 
the $500,000 loan credit. Then word 
reached the bank that the. Hocking. pool 
was in trouble, and Vice President Kil- 
burn went at once over to the offices of 
Lathrop, Haskins & Co. 

‘* When I got there,”’ said Mr. Kilburn, 
“there was great excitement in the office, 
I saw Mr. Haskins and Mr. Leverich, and 
they talked about their relations with Mr.

The Two Are Arrested in Brook- 
lyn, Where They Were Living 
as Husband and Wife. 








MISSING SINCE APRIL 19 





Dodge Thinks His Wife Must Be Suf- 
fering from a Temporary Mental 
Derangement. 





Mrs. Margaret Dodge, who disappeared 
from the fine country home of her hus- 
band, William C. Dodge, a stepson of 
John §. Huyler, the candy manufacturer, 
‘and a property holder of Rye, N. Y., on 
April 19, was traced by Mr. Dodge and 
private detectives yesterday afternoon to 
the home of Edward Sharp, a former 
coachman and handy man engaged on the 
Rye estate, at 5,207 Fifth Avenue, Brook- 
lyn, where, according to the police, she 
had been living as Sharp’s wife since she 
left her husband. Both she and Sharp 
were taken to the Fourth Avenue Police 
Station on charges of immorality. 

Dodge, according to the police, had gsus- 
pected his wife had come here as soon as 
she left his home. On the following day 
he consulted with’ Robert C. McLellan, 
head of a getective agency, asking him 
to find Sharp and his wife. Six detectives 
were assigned to the case, and presently 
found Sharp at the home of his parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. Thomas Sharp, at the 
Brooklyn address. 

At 4 o’clock yesterday afternoon, Dodge, 
with a party of three friends, drove up 
in a touring car to the Fourth Avenue 
Policsa Station, in Brooklyn, and asked 
that his wife and Sharp be arrested at 
the Fifth Avene address. Lieut. Cornelius 
Sullivan, who was at the desk, seemed 
unwilling to order the arrest without fur- 
ther evidence, and suggested that under 
the law, Dodge himself, 9s a private citi- 
zen, could make the arrest as well as any 
policeman. 

Dodge returned to his automobile and 
was about to drive away in the direction 
of the Sharp home when two detectives of 
the private agency employed by him hove 
in sight down the street, convoying be- 
tween them Mrs. Dodge and _ Sharp. 
Neither Sharp nor Mrs. Dodge gave any 
sign of recognition when they saw Dodge, 
but he, according to the police, seemed to 
relent when he saw Mrs. Dodge, and 
asked to have the man held, ut the 
charge against the woman dropped. Both 
were allowed to stand, however. 

Dodge, according to the police, said he 
knew of no reason why his wife had left 
him, as they had had no quarrel. They 
have been married fourteen years, but 
have no children. He said she had been 
ill for the last year, and that he could 
explain her going away and living with 
Sharp only on the theory of_ temporary 
mental derangement. He said he would 
try to have her placed in a sanitarium. 

At Sharp’s home Mrs. Sharp said that 
her son had been employed at the Dodge 
place for about seven months, and that 
he left the place—she did not know why— 
about a month ago. On the night of April 
19, the day of Mrs. Dodge’s disappear- 
ance, Mrs. Sharp said, her son received.a 
telephone message from Mrs. Dodge ask- 
ing him to meet her at the Grand Central 
Station in New York. He went, she said, 


“and returned with Mrs. Dodge, whom, she 


says, he introduced to-his parents as his 
wife. Mrs. Sharp says she doubted the 
truth of this representation at the time, 
but her son insisted on it, and she finally 
believed him, 

Sharp is 22 years old. Mrs. Dodge is 28, 
but looks younger. 


COURT ENJOINS NORA BAYES. 


Holds Actress and Husband to Zlegfeld 
—Now In “ Jolly Bachelors.” 


Supreme Court Justice O’Gorman grant- 
ed a permanent injunction against Nora 
Bayes and Jack Norworth yesterday, re- 
straining them from appearing on the 
stage under any other management than 
that of Florenz Ziegfeld, Jr., until their 
contract with Ziegfeld expires. 

Justice O’Gorman speaks of the con- 
tract as one which ‘“‘ has been a source of 
annoyance and pecuniary loss to all the 
persons concerned.’”’ He charges the liti- 
gation to ‘‘the defendants’ failure to un- 
derstand the obligations of a contract.”’ 
He says ‘“‘ their conduct has been unrea- 
sonable and without legal justification, 
and in disregard of the letter and spirit 
of the agreenfent."’ 

‘‘No facts to sustain their contention 


that they were discharged were adduced,” 
says the Justice. 

Mr. Ziegfeld alleged that Miss Bayes 
and Mr. Norworth were gullty of breach 
of contract in leaving his ‘‘ The Follies of 
1909’ and going with another company. 
The matter has been in litigation since 
last Summer, with decisions on both sides. 
Miss Bayes and her husband are mem- 
bers of ‘‘ The Jolly Bachelors,’’ at the 
Broadway Theatre, with Miss Bayes as 
the ‘‘ featured ’’’ member of the cast. Lew 
Fields, producer of ‘‘The Jolly Bache- 
lors,’’ had nothing to say last night about 
the possible loss of two of his performers. 
He had received no notification of the 
eourt’s decision. Both of the defendants 
played through to the close of the per- 
formance. What they would do to-night 
they were not ready to state. 

At F. Ziegfeld’s office it was said that 
the decision granting Mr. Ziegfeld a per- 
manent injunction also required the de- 
fendants to pay all of the costs of the 
litigation, ag well as the difference be- 
tween their salaries and the salary paid 
Eva Tanguay. who took Miss Bayes’s 
place in the Ziegfeld play, and all of the 
expenses of the extra advertising and 
printing necessitated by Miss Bayes’s de- 
parture from the company. The contract 
with Ziegfeld has about four years more 
to run,

Head of Banking House Dies After 
Operation for Appendicitis. 


Clarence Charles Minzesheimer, head 
of the banking and brokerage house of 
Charles Minzesheimer & Co., died yester- 
day in his apartments at the St. Regis 
Hotel. Mr. Minzesheimer, who was 44 


years old, succumbed to an attack of 
appendicitis, for which he had been op- 
erated upon on Saturday, April 23. 

The operation was performed in Mr. 
Minzesheimer’s apartments by Dr. Berg, 
chief visiting surgeon of Mount Sinai 
Hospital, assisted by Dr. Sternburger and 
Dr. Lipman. Mr. Minzesheimer rallied 
after the operation and for several days 
it was reported that his recovery was 
proceeding rapidly.

ut to the dismay of his family and 
friends, Mr. Minzesheimer suffered a sec- 
ond relapse early yesterday, and later in 
the day became delirious. Relatives and 
intimate friends were summoned to his 
bedside and were with him in his last 
moments. Mr. Minzesheimer leaves a 
widow, Blanche Steinberger Minzesheimer, 
and a son, Charles Minzesheimer, Jr., 
aged 12 years. 

Mr. Minzesheimer was born in this city 
and educated in the public schools’ here. 
While still a young man he entered the 
banking and brokerage business of his 
father, Charles Minzesheimer, and soon 
became a master of the business. He be- 
came a member of the New York Stock 
Exchange on April 4, 1889. After his fa- 
ther’s death Mr. Minzesheimer became the 
head of the banking and brokerage house, 
and on Dee. 31, 1904, formed a new part- 
nership under the old name with Frank D. 

The orig- 
inal house was founded in 1860. 

Under Mr. Minzesheimer’s management 
the house enjoyed a period of expansion 
and prosperity. In addition to its offices 
at 24 Broad Street, branch offices were 
maintained at 500 Fifth Avenue and 795 
Broadway. The clientele of these offices 
demonstrated the esteem and confidence 
of the investing world in the house of 
Minzesheimer & Co. 

Mr. Minzesheimer was a member of sev- 
eral clubs and, organizations, including 
the Criterion Club.

Mr. Minzesheimer was a man of large 
acquaintance and warm friendships. Mes- 
sages Of condolence to his widow poured 
into the St. Regis Hotel last night from 
all quarters of the city. Messages came 
alike from the leaders in the worlds of 
politics, business, finance, letters, and af- 
fairs and from the humble beneficiaries of 
Mr. Minzesheimer’s generosity. 


MOURN FOR CAPT. RAFFERTY. 


Body of Veteran of Civil and Spanish 
Wars Lies in State. 

The body of Capt. Peter F. Rafferty, 

who served in the Sixty-ninth Regiment 


during the civil war and who later, 
during the Spanish-American War, or- 
ganized and commanded Company E of 
the 169th Regiment, New York Volun- 
teers, lies in state in the Veterans’ Room 
of the Sixty-ninth Regiment Armory, at 
Lexington Avenue and Twenty-fifth 
Street. He was the owner of a medal 
voted to him by Congress. 

Capt. Rafferty died in Hot Wells, out- 
side of San Antonio, whence he had gone 
for his health. At the time of his death 
Capt. Rafferty was personal attendant 
to Supreme Court Justice Ford, who 
granted him a leave of absence. 

Capt. Rafferty’s war record started 
when he enlisted in the Sixty-ninth Regi- 
ment on April 23, 1861. He served in 
both battles of Bull Run, Antietam, 
where he was wounded twice, and in the 
charge of St. Mary’s Heights at Malvern 
Hill by the Irish Brigade under Meagher. 
In this fight he received four wounds. 
One bullet entered his right cheek, tear- 
ing away, part of his tongue. e lay 
for twenty-four hours on the field be- 
fore he was found by Confederates. He 
served six months in Libby Prison and 
then_was released through exchange to 
the Union authorities. 

In 1898 when the war with Spain be- 
gan Capt. Rafferty organized Company 
E of the 169th Regiment and commanded 
that company through the war.

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Tf the Giants, through their own erratic 
Playing, ever get into another hole like 
they did in the exciting ninth inning in 
Brooklyn yesterday, they’ll have to take 
sOme one to a health garage and have his 
nerves patched up. You see it was this 
way: New York had the Dodgers beaten 
a dozen different ways, or in figures, shut- 
out 2 to VU, when @ couple of feverish bun- 
gles by Devlin and a close decision by 
Umpire Klem crowded all three piers 
with Brooklyn players in the ninth inning. 
The Giants at this verse of the after- 
noon’s song came within an inch of being 
beaten out. Brooklyn got a single run 
out of the melee, and the Giants were 
shot through the tube back to New York 
with another win. But you will notice in 
the baseball summary that Pittsburg won, 
too, so the Giants remain a close second. 

The ninth inning, with the Dodgers tak- 
ing their last turn at bat, is the picture 
now on the screen. Wheat bounced a 
bounder to Devlin, and Arthur reluctantly 
failed to fling it to Merkle at the cus- 
tomary distance’ above the ground the 
ball rolled to the stand, Wheat going 
on to second.

Keene at his Castleton Stud made up 
just half the field of six runners for the 
Paumonok, though only one, Suffragist, 
carried the Keene colors. The others, cast 
off from the Keene Stable, where Resti- 
gouche, under Hildreth’s colors, and Be- 
som, running for P. S. P. Randolph. The 
race from start to finish was between the 
Keene castoffs, Besom starting favorite 
and Restigouche as second choice. The 
castoffs broke together, with Restigouche 
a Shade in front at the start, and they ran 
abreast about all the way, Restigouche 
second into the last quarter, where he 
moved to the front and won ridden out, a 
head before Besom, with the added start- 
er, King Cobalt, and Prince Gal neck and 
neck, close up third and fourth. Mr.

Young California Lightweight 
Proves a,Good Two-Handed 
~ Fighter at Madison A. C. 








Frank Smith of San Franciseo arrived 
In this city last Sunday. Lagc night upon 
but two days’ notice he faced Johnny 
Marto, the well-known Italian lightweight, 
at the Madison Athletic Club in place of 
Tommy Murphy, who is ill with malaria. 
There are but two things that Smith did 
not do to Marto. He did not knock the 
Italian down or out, but that Marto land- 
ed fewer than half a dozen clean blows in 
the ten rounds is sufficient indication of 


how badly Smith outclassed him. 

. The Californian all but knocked Marto 
out in the last round when he landed 
three terrific right uppercuts, one after 
the other, that so dazed Marto that he did 
not know where he was. As the gong 
sounded the finish of the bout it was a 
badly beaten and tired Italian who went 
to his corner, whereas Smith did not have 
a souvenir of the fight in any shape and 
Was going better every minute. 

Smith started proceedings by putting a 
hard left to Marto’s face. Considerable 
infighting followed in which neither had 
any advantage. Smith was plainly nerv- 
ous and Marto fought in his usual bull- 
like style. Smith put left and right to 
the stomach, and Marto just missed land- 
ing a hard right swing to the jaw. Smith 
jabbed away at Marto’s face, and soon 
had it very red, and then he stopped the 
Italian’s rush with a terrific right upper- 
cut to the jaw. 

Smith rocked Marto with a hard left to 
the jaw as the second round started, and 
Marto missed wild swings with both 
hands. Smith put left to the jaw, and 
Marto stopved a terrific right hook with 
his face. The Italian sent home a right 
uppercut to the stomach. The third round 
was a repetition of the second, except that 
Smith’s speed increased and his tantaliz- 
ing and stinging left jabs made Marto’s 
face very red and sore. 

The Californian stopped Marto’s rush 
as the fourth round opened with a hard 
left to the stomach, and then they ex- 
changed rights to the body. Smith shot 
a short left swing to the jaw and jabbed 
Marto’s head with ceaseless and unre- 
turned lefts. Just as the gong sounded 
Smith slipped to the floor and badly 
bruised his left knée. 

They gave Referee Charley White all he 
could do to separate them in the fifth, 
Marto being the chief offender, using his 
head like a goat and putting all his 
weight on Smith in the frequent clinches 
forced by the Italian. Smith jarred Mar- 
to’s head with a right hook that landed 
over, the ear, and then jabbed away to 
the face until Marto’s left eye was nearly 
closed. 

The sixth round was like the fifth, the 
feature being a wicked right to the heart 
that stopped one of Marto’s hard rushes. 
Marto landed a hard left to the jaw in 
the middle of the seventh that made 
Smith hang on for a moment, and then 
they exchanged lefts to body. Smith shot 
a left uppercut to the heart, but got a 
right hook to the jaw in return. Smith 
was tired at the bell and the round was 
easily Marto’s, the only one in which he 
-had any advantage at all. 

Smith came back fresh as a daisy in the 
¢ighth and forced Marto all around the 
ring, outboxing and outfighting him at 
every stage of the game. Marto’s left eye 
was almost closed as the gong signaled 
the end of the round. The ninth was like 
the cighth, with Smith getting faster and 
Marto going slower every minute. 

The tenth was a whirlwind affair, in 
which Marto acted like a goat—butting 
and pounding away with his head until 
the referee told Marto’s seconds he'd 
throw him out if he didn’t stop it. Marto 
tried every way to land a damaging 
punch, but could not locate the elusive 
Californian, who was in and out like a 
flash with stinging jabs and heoks. Just 
before the bell Smith landed three right 
uppercuts, to the jaw that almost knocked 
Marto out and the Italian was hanging @n 
grimly at the gong. 

The crowd, which had been all Marto’s 
at the start, gave Smith one of the great- 
est ovations a boxer has received at the 
finish of his fight for some time. 

‘*Battline’’ Chester and ‘*‘ Kid’’ Egan 
fought in the semi-final. It was stopped in 
the sixth because Egan badly fouled 
Chester, although it was plainly uninten- 
tional, but Chester was too badly injured 
to proceed. | 


FIGHTING ACTOR WINS. 


Moran Has Better of Ghetto in Ten- 
Round Go at Sharkey A. C. 


The star bout between Johnny Moran, 
‘“*the fighting actor ’”’ of the Lambs’ Club, 
and Kid Ghetto of the east side at the 
Sharkey Athletic Club last night was a 
disappointing affair throughout. Moran 
earned the verdict by his ability to hit his 
east side opponent at will, but in the end 
there was little to choose between the 
boys. Ghetto occasionally rallied, but not 
enough to do any damage. 

The boys started off slowly and con- 
tinued the work throughout, neither being 
floored during the ten sessions. When 
the bout was over neither showed any 
marks of punishment. The first round 
Was very tame, as both boys were slow 
and unwilling to mix it.

Moran opened with a left jab and Ghetto 
followed quickly, landing one punch on 
the kidneys, and in his anxiety to get in 
more work missed several swings. Moran 
stood off and was content to jab for the 
vest of the round.

BOND SALESABROAD FACTOR 





Placement of $75,000,000 of Our Securl- 
tles with Europe Cheers Sentiment— 
Violent Break in Exthange Market. 





The turn for the better in the stock 
market for which Wall Street has been 
looking for several days came with the 
opening of the Stock Exchange yester- 
day morning, finding its first expression 
in the placement here of heavy buying 
orders by London following a higher level 
of quotations for all American securities 
in the English capital before our Owm 
opening. The underlying cause for the ad- 
vances of from 1 to 3 points in the early 
dealings and, the retention and-in some 
cases augmentation of the advances was, 
of course, the knowledge that our bankers 
had succeeded in placing abroad, partic- 
ularly in Paris, millions of dollars of 
American securities. Just what the sales 
have amounted to has not yet been def- 
initely calgulated, but preliminary esti- 
mates from various sources involved in 
the transaction point to an ultimate total 
very little if at all under $75,000,000. The 
bulk of this. amount comprises bonds of 
the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul, and 
it is an interesting and at the same time 
noteworthy fact that the banking house 
which has placed the great block of bonds 
of this road with French bankers is a 
house which has on at least two other 
occasions performed a similar and equally 
valuable service to American finance at 
somewhat critical junctures. The stock 
market yesterday very correctly inter- 
preted these bond transactions; they are 
significant for three reasons. In the first 
place their total may be regarded as the 
equivalent of exports from this country 
so far as the immediate foreign trade 
position is concerned, and in this fashion 
there has been rectified the inequality 
which has distinguished our foreign trade 
for a long time past. Again, some of the 
recent depression in securities markets 
has keen due to the imminence of the very 
financing which it now appears is to be 
So largely transferred to the shoulders 
of Europe, and, finally, it is fair to re- 
gard the willingness of the great foreign 
investment institutions to take on such 
quantities of our bonds at this time as a 
vote of confidence in a@ business and 
financial situation which to Wall Street 
at least has for several weeks seemed 
anything but cheerful. Certainly, it must 
everywhere be admitted that for the time 
being at least our foreign trade relations 
have been distinctly bettered by the sales 
of the securities to Europe, but recogni- 
tion of this fact should not be permitted 
to obscure the importance, greater than 
ever, of full harvests this year and of a 
favorable issue to the present political 
complications. All other developments of 
the day were, of course, overshadowed by 
this news of the sales of our bonds 
abroad, but they were not altogether un- 
important, including as they did the April 
figures of pig iron production, showing a 
decrease of 6,000 tons per day as com- 
pared with the March output, and the 
success of the Republicans in St. Paul, 
where the Democrats had so long con- 
trolled affairs. 

Responding to the wholesale placement 
of our securities in Burope the foreign 
exchange market opened in a atate of 
semi-demoralization yesterday, demand 
sterling falling abruptly some 40 points. 
Obviously, talk of further gold exports is 
out of place, so much so that it is quite 
possible that we may see this Fall a gold 
import movement. However, the matter 


definitely included. Call money rates 
were appreciably lower than on Tuesday, 
and some shading in quotations in time 
money was reported.

Expect Lower English Bank Rate. 

The decided change which has taken 
place in the last fortnight in the position 
of the London money market has led al- 
ready to the suggestion that the Bank of 
England may soon reduce its official dis- 
count rate from the present figure of 4 
per cent. This change is not looked for 
this week, but New York bankers in close 
touch with the London money market say 
they would not be surprised if the English 
bank rate was shortly lowered. Dis- 
counts in London yesterday were down to 
3% per cent., or three-quarters under the 
bank rate, and the promise, bankers here 
said, was for still lower London discounts 
before the end of the week. With the 
market rate thus receding from the rate

Our Bond Sales Abroad. 


It is regarded as* most interesting that 
negotiations should now be proceeding, 
already, with a large measure of success, 
for the sale abroad of large amounts of 
our bonds right on the heels of the ex- 
port of more than $30,000,000 gold from 
New York. The shipment of this gold, 
nearly all of which went to London, was 
the most important single factor in bring- 
ing about imp¥fovement in the reserve 
position of the Bank of England and in 
the general condition of the London 
money market. The ease at that centre 
benefited the other markets of Europe, 
and now the latter are taking large 
amounts of our bonds. The amount al- 
ready placed abroad exceeds the sum of 
the recent gold exports, and the promise 
is that the present purchases of American 
securities by European investors. will 
amount to several times the $30,000,000 
gold, which we recently exported. The 
effect of these foreign purchases of our 
bonds will much more than offset any 
disadvantage we suffered by reason of 
having had to send out all this gold.

Imports Falling. 


As far as the foreign trade situation 
can be judged by returns at this port, 
which is the principal place of entry of 
foreign merchandise, the balance of trade 
for April will be more favorable than has 
been the case in recent months. Ap- 
praiser George Wanmaker said yesterday 
that the total appraised value of mer- 
chandise brought into New York in April 
was $81,215,723, which is $22,000,000 less 
than the March figures, which made a 
record for the month in the history of 
the Appraiser’s stores. The April figures, 
however, are. larger than in previous 
years, showing an increase of almost $2.- 
500,000 over April, 1909, and a gain of 
more than $26,000,000 as compared with 
the same month in 1908.

| Loss in Trade Balance and 
Stops Gold Exports. 








BANKERS TURN THE TIDE 





Negotiations Directed from This Side 
and Changed Conditions Benefit 
the Whole Country. 





Buropean investors are coming into the 
market for American bonds to such an 
extent that an entirely different aspect is 
given the New York money market in re- 
lation to the money markets of Europe. 
Kuhn, Loeb & Co. have practically con- 
cluded negotiations for the placing of $50,- 
000,000 of Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul 
bonds in Paris, and negotiations for the 


~ sale abroad of less important blocks of 


bonds have already been concluded by 
these and other banks. 

' The Cleveland, Cincinnati, Chicago & St. 
Louis has arranged the sale of $8,000,000 
bonds in France, and Paris banking in- 
stitutions have also taken within the last 
week about $10,000,000 of New York City 
revenue warrants. Still other sales of 
bonds abroad have been wnder negotia- 
tion, including a block of Missouri, Kan- 
sas & Texas and a biock of Southern 
Railway, and report had it also that a 
portion of the recently authorized issue 
of New York Central Lines equipment 
trust bonds would be placed with Euro- 
pean investors. 

One influence of these bond sales abroad 
which is regarded as particularly oppor- 
tune is that they offset to a very large 
extent the balance against this country, 
which was responsible for the recent 
heavy gold exports. On our routine com- 
mercial and financial transactions with 
Hurope, owing to our heavy imports and 
our diminished exports, we have been 
heavily indebted to Europe, and it has all 
along been recognized that practically the 
only thing which could speedily correct 
this situation was the sale of a large 
‘amount of American securities on the 
other side of the Atlantic. The bankers 
who have successfully carried on these 
negotiations are regarded in the finan- 
cial district as having performed 4a dis- 
tinct service for the general good of this 
country. 

The importance attached to these trans- 
actions was shown yesterday in a decline 
in sterling exchange to 4.86%, nearly half 
@ cent under Tuesday’s closing rate and 
140 points under the highest rate of the 
wy fortnight, when gold was still flow- 
ng out in large amount. The decline yes- 
terday put the market at a level at which 
gold exports need no longer be regarded 
as an immediate possibility. In addition 
to this, the attitude which foreign in- 
vestors are now showing toward our 
bonds holds out the hope that Euro 
will take enough of our securities to off- 
set the present unfavorable trade balance 
of this country, and that this Fall the 
United States may be able to draw gold 
from abroad should scenes arise to meet 
the requirements of the crop-moving sea- 


son. ' 

No formal announcement was made yes- 
terday of the impending St. Paul bond 
issue, but it was learned on undisputed 
authority that the sale of the bonds in 
Paris has been settled in principal, al- 
though the details of the transaction are 
still the subject of negotiation.

- LATEST CUSTOMS RULINGS. 


Boxes and Wrappings Are Held Free 
of Duty Under the New Tariff. 
The Board of United States General Ap- 
praisers made an important ruling yester- 
day regarding the classificatiow of so- 


called *‘ coverings ’’ under the tariff act 
of 1909. The decision handed down yes- 
terday stands in the name of Jules Mata- 
grin, and is the first case of the kind tu 
be decided under the tariff enacted last 
year. During the life of the Dingley law, 
passed in 1897, conflicts between importers 
and the Government were continuou«. 
‘The outlook for prolonged litigation under 
the new tariff is said to be good also. 

In the latest test case it appears that 
paper boxes and paper wrappings of im- 
ported merchandise subject to specific 
duty were assessed by Collector Loeb at 
the rate at which they would have been 
properly assessable if imported separately. 
‘They are the usual coverings of the goods, 
and the Collector cites as his warrant for 
his assessment the last provision of Para- 
sraph 195 of the new law. Matagrin, the 
importer, sets up the contention before 
the board that the boxes and wrappings, 
being the usual coverings of the merchan- 
dise which they contain, are free of duty. 
The importer’s claim is sustained by Judge 
Hay, who writes an elaborate opinion in 
which his colleagues concur. 

General Appraiser Hay goes into a tech- 
nical discussion of the law governing cov- 
erings, the construction to be given, the 
rule to follow in construing doubtful or 
ambiguous language, together with the 
interpretation to be put on the proviso 
relating to coverings. The decision says 
that it is a general rule of statutory con- 
struction that a provision in a law shall 
be construed with reference to the subject 
matter of the paragraph of which it forms 
part. The conclusion is reached that the 
claim of the importer is well taken and 
must be sustained. 

' Judge Hay says that a revenue law 
should not be so construed as to extend 
its operation by implication beyond the 
clear import of the language used, nor a 
negative provigion be. given the force ana 
effect of positive enactment when, by such 
construction, a duty not otherwise pro- 
vided for would be the resuli. The gen- 
eral appraiser holds that in construing 
a revenue law, in instances where the 
language is ambiguous or doubtful in 
meaning, the construction should be in 
favor of the importer, as duties are never 
imposed on the citizen upon vague or 
doubtful interpretation.

WARRANTS TO COME NEXT 





Rockefeller Grand Jury Issues an Ap- 
peal for Proof—Not Much Evi- 
dence Yet of Organization. 


—— 





Harry Levinson, the burly young prod- 
uct of the east side, who sold two girls to 
agents of the District Attorney’s office. 
wast closeted the greater part of yester- 
Gav afternoon with Mr. Whitman, to 
wnom he unfolded a story of the traffic 
in wumen as he has seen it. He will con- 
tinue his story to-day, and it is under- 
stood that several warrants then will be 
issued for the arrest of persons he has 
named. 

First of all, Levinson’s is not a story of 


organized traffic. He turnished the names 
of “three apartments in this city which, he 
Bays, act a&S exchanges, and whose keep- 
ers, both men and women, live on tne 

rofits, which are not inconsiderabie. 
These places keep always on hand from 
five to ten girls, whom keepers of resoris 
outside the city may purchase at any 
time for $50 or more. The “steerer 
who delivers the girl at her destination 
receives 10 per cent. of her earnings at 
the end of the first week. 

“Levinson described in detail how a giri 
might be drawn into such a place. sne 
might wander down from some Connecti- 
cut town, perhaps at first with the idea 
of staying only a few days. She would 
meet an elaborately dressed woman at 
some theatre, who would scrape an ac- 
‘quaintance, invite her to supper, and 
paint an immoral’ life in such alluring col- 
ors that the girl would decide to stay. 

After the interview, Levinson’s lawyer, 
Edward Carpel, told the reporters the 
story of the negotiations which finaliy 
landed his client in the Tombs. At the 
“ Barrel,”’ on Thirtieth Street, Levinson 
says, he first met ‘“ Dick ”’ Miller and a 
woman who posed as his wife and the 
keeper of a resort in Seattle. 

" Bhe talked the lingo of the joints, and 
I fell for it,’’ Levinson now explains some- 
what ruefully. 

After eating and drinking together they 
wandered to a Second Avenue bakery, 
where the two girls who were finally sold 
were pointed out, pronounced satisfactory, 
and the next place of meeting fixed as the 
Hotel Albany, where the money, $40, was 
paid. ‘‘ Mrs. Miller’’ was to take both the 
girls immediately to Atlantic City, but 
one of them missed the train, and in 
response to a telegram Levinson himself 
took her there, where he was welcomed at 
a cottage on North Carolina Avenue. The 
girls were to be taken West, he was told, 
when a large number was obtained. 

* One thing I did think was queer,” he 
told his lawyer. ‘‘ They drank nothing 
but wine, and I was used only to beer.’ 

John Rockefeller, Jr., yesterday 
made this statement: 

The additional Grand Jury, sworn in in 
January by Judge O’Sullivan of the Court 
of Genera! Sessions, was charged with the 
investigation of the truth or falsity of cer- 
tain statements which been publicly 
made during the past few months to the 
effect that ‘‘the City of New York is a: 
centre or clearing house for an organized 
traffic in women for immoral purposes, or 
what has come to be known as the ‘* white 
slave traffic.’ 

Pursuant to this charge the Grand rm 
has been seeking legal evidence on this sub- 
ject from all available sources. The infor- 
mation which many citizens have volun- 
teered has proved in most cases to be gen- 
eral rather than specific. 

Before closing its investigation the Grand 
Jury desires to announce publicly that it 
will be glad to receive definite, specific in- 
fortnation as to the existence in this county 
of any traifiic in women for immoral pur- 
poses from any citizen, official, or other 
individual whe has sueh information. 

Those who are willing to assist the Grand 
Jury in its investigation are asked to call 
at the office of James B. Reynolds, Assist- 
ant District Attorney, Criminal Courts 
Building, within the next week. It will save 
the time of many individuals and of Mr. 
Reynolds if only those appear who are 
willing and able to present the facts re- 
garding the specific matter above stated.

Foreman. 

It is understood that this statement is 
given out to guard the investigators 
‘against the stigma of untouched available 
evidence which is expected to be heard 
as soon ¢s its findings are made public. 
Mr. Reynolds has been swamped with 
stories and complaints of the most remote 
character. 

“People seem to have the idea that 
anything from unlawful marriage to af- 
finity is white slavery,”’ he declared. 

District Attorney Whitman was reluct- 
ant to comment on the situation, lest he 
seem to rob the Grand Jury of its fire. 
lt is understood, however, that such traf- 
fic as there is is not organized, as people 
have been led to believe. 

“I do believe that there has been a 
marked decrease in the traffic this Win- 
ter,”” Mr. Whitman said last night, ‘‘ and 
I think that we can do much more to 
suppress it and to keep it suppressed.”’ 

The search for the eleven-year-old girl 
whom the Miller agent reported he had 
seen in the Belle Moore flat, and who 
vanished before his next visit to the flat, 
has been unavailing thus far, though Mr. 
Whitman’s detectives. Centra] Office 
men, and others searched all Tuesday 
night and yesterday. The quest has not 
been abandoned. 

Counsel for the Moore woman declared 
their client, now in the Tombs, never saw 
such a girl, and her neighbors bear her 
out. The District Attorney has only the 
word of his agent.

Employers’ Association 


AFFECTS 30,000 EMPLOYES

Meacure Adopted Unanimously at Con- 
vention of the Organization After 
Beating the Union. 





The National Association of Employing 
Lithographers, which several years ago 
fought the labor unions and defeated 
them and which ever since have been able 
to maintain an ‘‘ open shop,” decided yes- 
terday at their annual convention in this 
city to grant an eight-hour day to their 
employes. 

This step was taken, it was explained, 
not because the association feared that 
| pressure would be brought to bear for a 
shorter workday, but because the mem- 
bers thought it wise to make conditions 
so satisfactory for their men that they 
would not have to turn to the labor 
unions. 

In addition to giving an eight-hour day 
beginning Jan. 1 next, instead of the nine- 
hour day which at present prevails in 
lithograph shops throughout the country, 
the association adopted a plan which pro- 
vides its employes with health, accident, 
and life insurance without cost. 

This plan wiil be operated through an 


insurance company and has been decided 
in order to take the place of the insurance 
plan in the labor union with which the 
lithographic workers were affiliated be- 
—. the employers declared for @n gpen 

7) 

The granting of ayn eight-hour day and 
the decisidn to provide their employes 
insurance against sickness, accident, and 
death is expected to prevent, for a long 
time, any labor trouble in the lithograph 
trade. It is looked upon as a step which 
probably will be followed in many other 
trades which have found it difficult to 
deal with labor organizations. . 

The decision to grant an ‘eight- hour 
day was not made without a fight in the 
ranks of the National Association of Bm- 
ploying Lithographers. Two years ago 
the proposition was broached. But then 
it was not looked upon kindly by a ma- 
jority of the association membership. A 
campaign of education has been going 
on in the association for many months, 
however, and dozens of the employers 
who formeriy looked with disfavor on an 
eight-hour day were won Over. 

The subject came up for discussion on 
Monday, when the convention began in 
the Hotel Astor. Yesterday it came to a 
vote. The measure was carried by a small

DROP IN OUTPUT OF PIG IRON. 


Decrease in Product for April Reaches 
130,000 Tons. :

The low price of pig iron, already has 
had a marked effect on the total output. 
The Iron Age statistics for April show 


that twenty-four furnaces were blown 
out, or banked, and that production was 
8? 792 tons a day against 84,459 tons in 
March. The total output for April was 
2.483.763 gross tons, against 2,617,949 tons 
in March. 

The Iron Age estimates that the fur- 
naces which are about to go out of blast 
represent a reduction of 900,000 tons a 
year, and says: ‘‘ By another ten days it 
is fair to assume that the rate of pig 
iron production will be 10 per cent. less 
than on April 1.”" The Iron Age says: 

The finished material markets are affected 
by the continued decline in pig iron to the 
extent of showing some hesitation in contract- 
ing. The possibility of later concessions from 
present levels has influenced soIne consumers 
to hold ck,
